PERILS OF THE SEA, 


WRECK OF THE WILLIAM, NEAR GALVESTON 
—THE MABEL DILLAWAY GIVEN UP AS 
LOST—A SCALLOP FLEET MISSING. 
GALVESTON, Tex., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Addt- 

tional particulars concerning the William, 

which was driven on the beach five miles west 
of the city during the heavy snow-storm that 
prevailed Tuesday morning, are learned. The 
strong easterly wind that prevailed last night 
and throughout today has driven ber further 
in shore and more firmly imbedded her in the 
sand. She sits square on ber keel, and the 
portion that is above water appears to be ap- 
parentiy uninjured. The Captain and 
crew, who were brought to the city 
on the tug Ranger late last night, 
however, state that when they abandoned the 
vessel ber bottom was rapidly breaking up 
and portions of her keel were ranging up 
alongside and she was becoming waterlogged. 

The tempestuous sea that bas prevailed since 

she grounded bas rendered ail efforts to re- 

lieve ber abortive. Sbe will prove a total loss. 

The William, when constructed at Yarmouth, 

N. 8., in 1878, was valued at $55,000. 

Last year she was reciassed in Cardiff 0011 in 

veritas. Her estimated value at the time she 

was stranded was $35,000. Capt. Journeay was 
the principal and managing owner of the ves- 

sel, which was only insured for $3,000 in a 

New York company. A survey of the vessel 

was attempted to be held today by the Board 

of Underwriters, but the gale and nig seas 
prevented any approacn to the stranded ship 
and it was abandoned. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Jan. 14.—The schooner 
Mabel Dillaway, one of the missing fishing ves- 
sels, has been given up as lost. She sailed 
Dec. 20 on a fishing trip, was spoken Christmas 
day, and bas not been seen or heard from since. 
She carried sixteen men, as follows: 

John Longan, master, married; Joseph Martin, 
cook, married; James and Arthur Campbell, broth- 
ers; Angus Chisholm, Angus McGinnis, Bdward 
Butler (whose wife died yesterday, leaving four 
small children), William C. Ruth, John Young, 
Patrick Downes, William O'Conner, Edward Thor- 
borne, Michael McDonald, Lewis B. Babin, and 
Samuel White. 

RiverRHneEAD, L. I. Jan. 14.—News has just 
been received here that most of the scallop 
fleet at Promised Land, Gardner's Bay, were 
wrecked on Robbins’ Island during the late 
storm. Among the vessels were the schooners 
Seven Brothers, No Name, Crazy Jane, Sappho, 
Hempstead, and Chief. The names of a num- 
ber of sioops, sharpies, and schooners have not 
yet been ascertained.

A REMARKABLE CASE, 


NORTH CAROLINA HAS A 16-YEAR-OLD BOY 
WHO CLAIMS TO HAVE RECEIVED DIVINE 
INSTRUCTIONS. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Jan. 14. —|Special.]}—A most 
remarkable case is attracting much attention 
in this section. Romulus Sturdivant, an esti- 
mable citizen residing in Wake County, has a 
son named John, aged 16 years. The boy 
stated to an assemblage last week that he bad 
received a direct injunction from God to preach 
the gospel to all the nations of the earth, and 
that this injunction bad been accompanied by 
a declaration on the part of the Almighty that 
in order to further the confidence of the people 
in the. special call made upon him the 
boy would be made biind for two 
days and nights.

bere have little to say. Though an unfavora- 
bie decision was in a measure @nticipated, so 
many reports were spread for stock- 
jobbing purposes that anything alleged to be

The attoroeys of the rival panies are 
more than satisfied with the fin They say 
it graute everything they were fighting for. 
Practically it puts the case back where it was 
before the President administered his historic 
snub to the Attorney-General by taking the 
whole subject out of his bands. 

One point in Secretary Lamar’s finding is of 
special importance. This is the recommenda- 
tion that the Government bring the suit en- 
tirely at its own expense. Some of the’opposi- 
tion companies had offered to give bonds for 
the costs, etc. Had this been done the Bell 
monopoly could at any time have bought 


out the suit, and thus the effort 


to reach it through the Go ment would 
have been neutralized. But in using to al- 
low any such arrangement the base is placed 
out of the control of any of the @pposing com- 
panies, so far as selling out They bave 
simply to await the result of its suit to vacate 
the patents, and are all placed on an equal 
footing. Meantime much of th litigation in 
the various courts will go on as usual. 

The Bell Company, however, Will be at a dis- 
advantage in the Government suit. It will be 
on the defensive, and the tactics that have 
often prevailed hitherto cannot be resorted to 
with any hope of success. 

THE DECISION, 

Secretary Lamar says: 


The petitioners, upon the grounds and for the 
reasons set forth in their petition, ask the Depart- 
ment of Justice to cause or allow appropriate iegal 
proceedings to be instituted in the proper court by 
the Government, or in the name of the Govern- 
ment on their relation, to vacate @nd annul the 
Bell telephone patent of the 7th of March, 1876, in 
the petitigqns specified. 

In order to know what suggestions I should make 
as to the action ot your department 1 have heard 
the presentation of the case and considered it 
again upon the proof and the able argument of 
counsel as they appear. 

Ithousht that my own consideration should be 
directed to two questions and to meet these ques- 
tions l requested that the argument of counsel 
should be shaped. They are: 

First— Has the Government the right to institute 
such suit for such a purpose? 

Second—I{ it bas such right, should the proceed- 
ings involved in the respective petitions or either 
of them be institated? , 

The first of these questions, apedthily within the 
cognizance ot your department as it is, has the af- 
firmative answer of numerous precedents in that 
department, and has received alike affirmative 
answer from the courts. From the courts of the 
United States, if it had not been thus authorita- 
tively settied, I should, on principle, have 
reached the same conclusion. The Government 
is asked to institate judicial inquiry as to the pa- 
tent of the Bell Telephone Company upon the al- 
legation that. such patent was obtained by the 
fraud of the patentee, with the collusion or by the 
inadvertence and mistake of the executive officers 
of the Government. If these allegations be true a 
great wrong to the whole people rests in the name 
and is sustained by the power of the United States. 
To say that the Government inflicts the wrong 
would seem to imply that somewhere among its 
resources the Government would have the power 
to redress it. The argument against the 
practice of the petitioners does not con- 
trovert this, but rests upon the. theory 
that the Government has provided a remedy which 
excludes all other modes, and therefore preciudes 
further Governmental action. If two patents is- 
sue for the same invention one is certainly wrong- 
tul. It the other is righttal the whole interest in 
the question as to which is rightful is confided to 
the two patentees, and private legisiation will se- 
cure the needed remedy in determining who has 
the right to the patent as between rival claim- 
ants. If, however, there is only one pa- 
tent and it has deen fraudulentiy ob- 
tained, to the exclusion of the one really 
entitled to be patented, or if a patent has iesued 


„tor something not patentable—an invention al- 


ready belonging to the world—it becomes the duty 
as wellasthe right of the Government, when of 
sufficient public importance, to actively seek its 
cancellation, because private litigation is nota 
possible or adequate remedy and because the 
whole people are wronged without other mode of 
redress. Under our Government a trust can never 
fail for want of a trustee, nor can fraud, mistake, 
or accident in business transaction escape in- 
vestigation for want of a tribunal while the court of 
equity is maintained. If a patent ought to 
be vacated it cau always be vacated there; but the 
patent bears the great seal of the Government, and 
only the Government, even there, can ask to have 
the seal torn off. 

My second inquiry was to find whether, the right 
of the Government existing, the proceedings invit- 
ed by these petitions or by either of them ought to 
be instituted. The ground of invalidity aileged 
against the Bell telephone patent may be substan- 
tially summerized thus: 

First—The patent was procured by the frand of 
the patentee through the collusion or mistake of 
the officers of the Patent Office and in violation of 
the rights of the caveator named Elisha Gray. 

Second—The invention patented was not patenta- 
ble, because already public. 

These allegations describe the occasions in which 
the Government, upon my view, ought to actively 
interfere for the cancellation of a patent. The 
issue before me lies outside of the ultimate merits 
of the case as a subject of judicial investigation. 
As to what the final judgment should be, I have 
not felt called upon to form—and it I had formed 
I wculd not express—an opinion. The question is 
whether enough has been shown upon the hearing 
to require the submission of the  mat- 
ter to the court at the instance of 
the Government. The allegations and the 
evidence touching the circumstances attending 
the issue of the patent are of such a nature and 
have such a support as to render it, in my opinion, 
improper to ignore or dismiss them. Such a case 
is presented as, I think, Ought to undergo thor- 
ough judicial investigation. In a case involving 
such questions it seems to me especially impera- 
tive upon the Government, as a duty to its own 
Officers, to vindicate or condemn, and a duty to the 
people to set on foot and follow up a complete 
investigation. In my opinion all proceedings 
should be in the name and wholiy by the 
Government, not on the relation or for the benetit 
of all or any of the petitioners, but in the interest 
of the Government and the people. and wholly at 
the expense and under the conduct and control of 
the Government. I think it should be instituted at 
such point and in such court as will best subserve 
the purposes of public convenience and full in- 
quiry. Such a preceeding 80 instituted will, I 
think, comport with the dignity of the Government 
and the gravity of the subject, and will Insure a 
final and just adjudication of the merits of the con- 
troversy. 


CURIOUS PHASES OF THE ARGUMENTS. 

The arguments before the Secretary of the 
Interior have had some very curious phases 
and there have been some very large fees. 
Social, political, and personal influences nave all 
been taken into account. There have been 
Baflalo lawyers; and New York lawyers, 
and lawyers from other towns who 
might have bad some influence outside of 
their legai attainments. The cost in fees to the 
Bell people since the matter has been 
before the Interior Department it 
js said, is in the neighborhood of 
$50,000 while the other side bas 
spent perhaps $20,000. It is understood that ex- 
Senator McDonaid of Indiana got a very large 
fee for his baif-hour argument before Lamar 
Tuesday. It was never supposed that he knew 
much about telephones, but the Bell people 
thought it worth their while to bring bim hero. 
At the time the common understanding was 
that the matter was closed andthe decision 
already made. The attorneys of the opposi- 
tion companies took this view. They were asked

if they wanted to make any further 
arguments or reply to McDonald. They said 
they didn't. They saw no necessity for fur- 
ther arguments. McDonald's retainer they re- 
gard as a confession of weakness on the part 
of the Bell moaopoly, and their judement 
seems to have been correct. It is also said that 
the Bell attorneys were convinced that their 
case was lost weeks ago, and only brought Me- 
Donald into it on a desperate chance that be 
might raise some technicality which would 
cause Lamar to hesitate, ~~. 


MAD-DOG VICTIMS, 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE TWO PATIENTS 
WHO WENT FROM BOSTON TO PARIS—THE 
NEWARK CHILDREN RETURN HOME. 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 14.—|Specjal.|—** The 

statement that Sullivan and Jacques of Boston 
arrived in Paris afew days ago and that M. 
Pasteur refused to inoculate Sullivan, as 
seventy days had elapsed since be was bitten, 
will arouse interest,“ says « Boston paper, 
“when itis known who the parties actually 
are.“ The Jacques is Charies Jacobs, a 
well-to-do farmer of Groton, and the ‘*Sulll- 
van is Jotin J. Sullivan, bis hired man. It 
seems that a pet shepherd dog—a waif which 
bad come to Jacobs’ farm a year or two ago— 
was taken sick during the first week of 
November last. In four or five days it died, 
but before that time Sullivan allowed the ani- 
mal to lick an eruption upon bis chin. After 
the dog died Sullivan became alarmed, but 
nothing was done until about Dec. 1. Then a 
borse which bad been in the same stable with 
the dog became ill and died in three days. Mr. 
Jacobs feared that the dog had bitten the 
horse, and that some of the saliva from the 
horse’s mouth had fallen upon abrasions in 
his hand. The morning of the horse's 
last day a veterinary surgeon examined 
the animal, but was not sure that it bad hydro- 
pbobia—in fact, was ratber inclined to the op- 
posit opinion. Neither of the two men was 
actually bitten or showed signg of sickness. 
Mr. Jacobs, bowever, concluded to go to Paris 
and try M. Pasteur’s treatment, so that every 
precaution might be taken. Another dog in 
Groton was said to have been bitten, and after 
the death of the horse a scare arose which re- 
sulted in an order from the selectmen to muz- 
zle all dogs. Mr. Jacobs is a native of Groton, 
and was graduated from Harvard in 1853. He 
is married and has a home on the old historical 
farm of Dr. Oliver Prescott Jr. 

The history of hydropbobia in Massachusetts 
is not extended. The deaths have averaged 
not over two a year for the last seventy-five 
years, while the number since 1856 has been 
fifty-seven. In 1877-78 there was an epidemic, 
the number of deaths from bydropbobia for the 
two years being fourteen and fifteen, respect- 
ively, with five in 1879. In 1880 and in 1881 
there were three each, but since then there 
have been no deaths. Other people have been 
bitten, but the fatality bas proved about onein 
three. The number is very small compared 
with the leading diseases, for consumption car- 
ries off several thousand each year, diphtheria 
over 1,000, and scarlet-fever and measies sev- 
era) hundred. 

New York, Jan. 11.—The steamship Canada 
of the French Transatlantic Line steamed up 
the bay and through the North River to her 
pier this morning. Among the second-cabin 
passengers were the Newark boys— Willie Lane, 
Eddie Ryan, Austin Fitzgerald, and Patsy Rey- 
nolds—who were sent to Paris for treatment 
by M. Pasteur, the eminent specialist on hyaro- 
phobia. Accompanying the lads were Dr. Bill- 
ings of Newark and Mrs. Ryan, mother of 
Eddie. The party left Havre Saturday, Jan. 2 
and, although some heavy weather was en- 
countered, the boys were not seasick more 
than one day. The most notable event of the 
voyage over was the arrival of a boy baby, 
which was born to Mrs. Ryan. When the ves- 
sel arrived at her wharf this morning a large 
delegation from Newark crowded the pier to 
welcome the returning party. The members 
of the party were ruddy, bright, and cheertul, 
and appeared to be greatly benefited by their 
trip to the French Capital. Dr. Billings, their 
attending physician, said that the results of the 
trip were all that the most sanguine could hope 
for. .

TEXAS CATTLEMEN INDIGNANT, 


THEY CONDEMN THE VACILLATING POLICY 
OF THE STATE LAND BOARD. 

Austin, Tex., Jan. 14.—Yesterday’s session 
of the Texas Live-Stock Association was taken 
up with tne consideration of the report sub- 
mitted by the Committee on Public Lands. 
After some modifications the report was finally 
adopted by a close vote. It condemns the 
present State Land Board for its vacillation 
and failure to enforce the land laws, and rec- 
ommends that the lands be classified and 
leased as required by law, asserts that only 
8,500,000 acres out of the 30,000,000 acres of 
public lands have been leased, showing a loss 
of $1,000,000 to the taxpayers, and declares that 
land should be sold only to actual settiers, and 
that the greatest safeguards should be thrown 
around the land policy so as to prevent the ac- 
quisition of g@and by foreign companies. The 
report also recommends the most liberal terms 
toward farmer immigration. 

The convention indorsed the doctrine that 
cattle sanitary measures and quarantine shou id 
be under National control. One hundred deie- 


gates were appointed to the Denver conven- 
tion and thirteen to the Chicago convention. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 14.—Information is re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the Internation- 
al Range Cattle-Men’s Associauon that at the 
Denver meeting Jan. 27 fully 300 delegates will 
be present, and, itis believed, trom 1,200 to 
1,500 visiting stockmen. Assurance bas been 
received from those in position to know that 
the questions of a trail and lease will not be 
brougbt up at the meeting. This will imsure 
harmony, as the convention wili be united 
upon all other subjects.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 14.— [Special. 
Some of the Democrats here have not yet got 
over their surprise at the confirmation of 8.

Though a large number of Postmasters were 
confirmed at the executive session of the Sen- 
ate Wednésday, there were still many left over 
in places where the nominations were made to 
fill vacancies. The practice of the Senate has 
been to take up appointments of this class, 
passing by for the present those in which 
there have ‘been suspensions. There- 
fore, in the executive session, when 
Senator Logan moved to take up the 
Chicago Postmastership out of its order the 
Democratic Senators rubbed their eyes in 
amazement. They were more astonished when 
the senior Senator from Illinois said be had in- 
vestigated the case and believed it one in which 
favorable action should be taken. They didn’t 
hesitate long, though, as it was getting towards 
the closing hours of the executive session. 
There is no question today that by this single 
confirmation thé Republican Senators have 
greatly strengthened themselves. There was a 
very strong disposition to defer to Senator 
Logan in this case, among Democrats as well 
as Republicans. His course in mom con- 
firmation bas shown that the Republicans 
were in earnest in declaring they would make 
no factious opposition to the President’s ap- 
pointments, But it promises badly tor some 
of the notorious cases where the President has 
violated bis own published principles and made 
unfit appointments.

In this connection it may be stated that 
there. is a denial of the story that Cleveland 
has determined that no answers shall be given 
to requests from the Senate for information as 
to the reasons for removals or suspensions, 
and it is reported that no such request has yet 
been addressed to the President by the Sen- 
ate. Itcan also be noted that several com- 
munications were sent toChairmen of Senate 
Committees today from various executive 
departments, couched in substantially the fol- 
lowing form:

It is fur- 
ther learned that the President as yet has 
neither expressed nor formed any determina- 
tion as to what he will do in case the possible 
issue is raised,

One of Secretary Bayard's numerous mis- 
takes was corrected by Mr. Allison in the Sen- 
ate today. Printed copies of the Keiley cor- 
respondence had been placed befote the 
Senators, and in the report of the Secretary of 
State the statement was made that when Mr. 
Kasson was nominated to the Spanish mission 
he was objected to by the Government of 
Spain. Senator Allison said the Secretary must 
have been erroneously informed, and as a mat- 
ter of justice to a distinguished citizen of 
lowa the facts should be made known. 
He could .upon the best authority cbar- 
acterize the statement as wholly false. The 
Spanish Government had made no objection 
to the appointment, and the impression that it 
had done so was derived rom newspaper com- 
ment at the time and not from any statement 
made by any official of the Spanish Govern- 
ment. A letter from Senator Evarts to Mr. 
Kasson, dated Jan. 6, 1886, was read, in which 
Mr. Evarts states that no objection was ever 
raised by Spain, and that the appointment of 
Mr, Kasson to the Spanish mission was chaaged 
to Vienna because Mr. Kasson bad so desired 
and for reasons baving no connection with or 
knowledge of eitherGovernment. Bayard was 
let down as easy as possible by the Senators 
aseuming that his misinformation must have 
come from some subordinate.

Nothing bas so alarmed the gold standard 
people and the holders of the 3 per cent bonds 
as the resolution of Senator Beck to pay the 
bonds that have already been calied in money 
as it comes in for customs. This proposi- 
tion is so perfectly fair that it is almost cer- 
tain to be adopted. The proportion in which 
money is received at the New York Custom- 
House is as follows: 

Gold, 36.7 per cent; silver, 35.7 per cent; green- 
backs, 28.6 per cent. 

About the same proportion prevails else- 
where. The hostility to this resolution is al- 
ready manifesting itself very decidediy from 
the great money centres. It is said that the 
proposition was originally suggested by Sen- 
ator Allison, and that with his support in the 
Finance Committee it is certain to be favorably 
reported. Efforts are making in many direc- 
tions to frighten people. It is said that the 
passage of this resolution will materially de- 
preciate all the short-time bonds and affect the 
others more or less. People who bold bonds 
are receiving advice to dispose of them, as the 
Beck resolution is declared to be insidious and 
certain to pass, and if it does the bonds will 
fall m value. The fact is cited with 
giee that the introduction of the Eustis resoiu- 
tion caused bonds to fall several points on the 
London market. A Treasury official who faith- 
fully believes in the gold standard presents that 
case as follows: The premium on the 3 per 
cents makes them net the investor considerably 
less than 3 per cent. Suppose by this move- 
ment they droo so that they net the investor ( 
per cent or more. Suppose thea that the Gov- 
ernment wants to buy bonds for sinking-fund 
purposes, or wishes to borrow money, bow 
much will we have gulned? It would seem to 
the unsophisticated observer that if the bonds 
drop below par in consequence of a gold- bug

Their position was set 
forth in the bull made by Reed of Maine at the 
beginning of the debate. The most important 
parts of the measure, be said, were its omis- 
sions. On the part of the Democrats the tend- 
ency to rush the bill through as a party meas- 
ure, without regard to its merits, is very 
strong, though it does not meet the approval 
of the leaders who bave studied its provisions. 
There is, for instance, the South Caroline 
amendment for the election of two Vice-Presi- 
dents and Kandall s proposition that the Biect- 
ors shall hold office four years. An effort will 
be made by their authors to insist on these 
amendments, but in the absence of leadersbip 
on the Democratic side the issue is a little 
doubtful. | 


The jealousy of the Democratic statesmen 
cropped out in the House today. There is a 
possibility that this session a needed law will 
be enacted reiieving Congress from the burden 
of passing on bundreds of private relief bills. 
Springer’s resolution the other day directed the 
Committee on Claims, of which he is Chair- 
man, to report back some measure for estab- 
lishing a judicial body to pass primarily on 
the private bills. Today J. Randolph Tuc«- 
er of Virginia, Chairman of the Judi- 
clary Committee, raised the point that 
it was the province of bis 
committee to report such a bill 
and that the Claims Committee was exceeding 
its jurisdiction. He further said that last ses- 
sion the Judiciary members bad matured a bil 
which did not get through because of the late- 
ness of its presentation to the House. Springer 
retorted that there was nothing to prevent the 
Judiciary Committee from preparing a meas- 
ure and letting the House take its choice. His 
own committee would have from 1,200 to 1,500 
bills before it. There was no possibility of 
going into the merits of these, and the 
Claims Committee bad the 
better course would be to draft a 
measure which would provide for their dis- 
position in the future. The Democratic mem- 
bers divided about eveniy, but the Républic- 
ans turned the scale by voting solidly for 
Tucker's motion, that the Springer resolution 
be referred to the Judiciary Committee, and 
the latter got parliamentary possession of the 
Claims Committee's thunder,

The drummers of the United States don’t 
appear to bave a high regard for the Bourbon 
notion of State rights. They have had a dul 
introduced in both Houses, whose object is to 
do away with the tax or license imposed 
them in many States. The States in which 
is done are nearly all in the South. The laws 
taxing commercial travelers were declared to 
be unconstitutional by the spokesman of a 
delegation from the East who appeared 
before the Senate Committee on Commerce 
today. The discrimination be declared to 
be ruinous to trade and a proper subject 
for the National Legtslature to take hold of, 
inasmuch as this was the only recourse the 
drummers bad. Some of the States require a 
license from drummers outside their boun- 
daries, but make exceptions in favor of their 
own citizens. So strict a constructionist as 
Senator Vance of North Carolina says that a 
State can impose a tax on all commercial tray- 
elers, but cannot discriminate against the 
business-men of other States. The drummers 
will probably make this discrimination their 
point of attack, but even bere they will proba- 
bly fetch up against rock-rooted Bourbon 
prejudices. Chicago merchants also represent 
that great injustice ie done in Western Terri- 
tories ip taxes on salesmen. Montana imposes 
a tax of $100 a year, the City of Helena $15 
extra, Butte City $10 extra, and other towns 
from $10 to $15 extra.

SENATOR SHERMAN’S RECEPTION.

As Senator Sherman stepped into the 
House be was again enthusiasticaily cheered. 
The distinguished Senator was visibly moved 
by the demonstration, and to those about bim 
plainiy showed that he was for the moment 
vumanned. When quiet bad been partially re- 
stored the Hon. George Gd. Washbura 
stepped forward and delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. He said the occa- 
sion awakened reminiscences extending 
over a period of neariv a quarter of a century, 
during which time Mr. Sherman had without 
interrh ption, with distinguished ability and un- 
questioned fideiity, discbarged his duty as a 
servant of bis veople. 

Senator Sherman stepped forward to re- 
spond, but for ive minutes be was unable to 
speak. Cheer atter cheer broke from the as- 


sembly, and the enthusiasm was ata fever 


heat. Even the Democrats, forgetting them- 
selves, joined in the shout, and a general polit- 
ical !ove-feast seemed imminent. Finally Sen- 
ator Sherman, evidently much agitatea, said: 


My first duty On this occasion is to express my 
profound sense of the. bigh honor you have con- 
ferred upon me. Wee ail has been said that one 
can say there is still something wanting to convey 
an adequate expression of gratilade and obligation. 
if I have failed in my duty at any time it has been 
an error of judgment which the wisest of you may 
without fault freely confess. 

For the future term of service to which you 
have elected mel can only, with increased ex- 
perience, do what I have done in the past, and with 
every motive that can influence any man seek to 
preserve the favor and confidence of a people as 
intelligent as any on the face of the globe. I did 
not seek reélection to the Senate. I sincerely feit 
that there were many. citizens of the State of Ohio 
of my political faith who might rightfully aspire to 
the dignity of the office of Senator of the United 
States. I was very willing to give way to any of 
them, but you have thought it best to continue me 
in this position. It comes to me without solicita- 
uon. Or intrigue, or any influence that is not honer- 
able to you and to me. 

There is a quer upon which I desire to say a 
few words—the temperance question. 1 feel the 
importance of your legislating upon this subject. 
There is a growing sentiment in every State in this 
Union that certain laws ought to be passed to 
prevent the evil growing out of the traffic 
in intoxicating liquors. This question ought 
not to assume u political character. The Legis- 
lature of Ohio should address itself to this ques- 
tion and enact wise laws. going as far as is consist- 
ent with the right8 of citixens. The Prohibition 
party, as it is called, is not represented by a single 
member and does not embrace a tithe of the peopie 
in the two great parties who believe in wise laws 
to reguiate or restrain the traffic and differ only as 
to the best measures that can be adopted for that 
purpose. If you will not lay party aside and rep- 
resent the peopie a higher power will bring about 
this legislation. 

There is but one other question I desire to call 
your attention to, and that is the laborer. The d- 
vision of capital end labor is dependent upon the 
law of supply and demand. You ought to legisiate 
60 as to secure to the laborer, as far as the ‘aw can 
go, the highest wages and the advantages of social 
life.

| LAKE OUT, CREGIER IN. 


An Important Change in the Super- 
intendency of the West Di- 
vision Railway. 


James K. Lake Steps Down and De 
Witt C. Cregier Takes His 
Place, 


William H. Purdy to Succeed Oreeier— The 


Mayor Improves the Opportunity 
to Glorify Himself. 


The directors of the West Division Street 
Railway Company elected the followimg officers 
‘yesterday: President, J. Russell Jones; Vice- 
President, E. H. Campbell; Secretary and 
Treasurer, George L. Webb; Superintendent, 
De Witt ©. Cregier. Immediately after his 
lection Mr. Cregier was sent tor by the direct- 
ore and had a protracted conference with them. 
Thus it will be seen Mr. Cregier bas agreed to 
sever his connection with the city as Commis 
lover of Pubiic Works. Rumors to the effect 
that this change would be made dave pre 
vaiied for some time, but Mr. Cregier and every 
one else who might have known about it sol- 
emuly denied the truth of the statement. Com- 
ing as it did on the beels of the rumor the 
change did not cause as much surprise as it 
otherwise would nave done. A reporter 
dropped in on Mr. Cregier last evening and had 
a talk with him on the subject. 

** Why do you leave the employ of the city?’’ 

“Simply because I better myself, be ro- 
plied. “I have been in the service thirty-three 
years, and I should have remained thirty-three 
years longer if the city valued my services the 
same as other people. Ibave been working 
for the public a good, many years, and my 
victuals and clothes are alll have received. 
Nuw I am going to work for myself. I regret 
to sever my connection with the city govern- 
ment, as my position was one that I was quite 
familiar with; but this place has been tendered 
me, and the pecuniary advantages are enough 
greater to warrant the cbange.”’ 

The offer of the Superintendency of the 
road was first made to Commissioner Oregier 
by the directors about a month ago. He said 
he would consider it. Yesterday afternoun 
they sent for him, and he accepted it. He had 
told Mayor Harrison of his intention and 
promised to remain until Feb. 1, in order that 
were might de time to select a successor. He 
has not yet sent in his resignation, but will do 
80 in a week or two. Commissioner Oregier is 
the bardest-working man at the City-Hali; in 
fact, is the oniy head of a department who 
does more than sign his name. His depart- 
ment is the largest and spends more money 
than all thé others. He bas great executive 
ability and keeps track of everything done, be- 
img so systematic that nothing escapes him. He 
was brought up in the Quintard Works in New 
York, and came to Chicago in 18583 to put up a 
pumping engine. He did the job so satisfacto- 
riiy that he was offered the Superintendency of 
the Water-Works and acceptedit. He beid this 
position for over twenty-three years, when he 
was removed by Mayor Colvin in April, 18 706. 
In the October following Mayor Heath restured 
him, and he rémained there until the fail of 
1881, when Mayor Harrison appointed bim Act- 
mg Commissioner of Public Works. In Janu- 
ary, 1882, the place was given bim, and be has 
hold it ever since, discharging its onerous 
duties in a very satisfactory manner. 

Commissioner Cregier received a,salary of 
$4,500 trom the city. it is understood that the 
railway company will pay bim $8,000, which is 
$2,000 more than Superintendent Lake re- 
ceived. 


WHY THE CHANGE WAS MADE. 

President J. Russeli Jones of the West Di- 
vision Street Railway Company was seen at his 
house by a TRIBUNE reporter last night. When 
asked the reason for Mr. Lake 
being dropped and Oommissioner Cregier 
bemg appointed Superintendent he said: 
“It’s just because we thought’ Cregier was 
preferable to Lake, and I may tell you that the 
board was unanimous in its decision. We've 
been looking about for better horses, and cara, 
and Presidents, and Superintendents, and we 
thought the company's interests would be 
best subserved by this change. Mr. Cregier 
agreed to take the position on the condition 
that we would graut him tilt the lst of Febru- 
ary to put his city affairs in order. We granted 
his request, and meantime I'u run the machine 
myself.“ 

„Was there no special reason for dropping 
Mr. Lake?“ 

“If there was anything more to tell, I would 
give you l. Bui, by the wary, 
getting cold, or I might have had more to say. 
Good-night.”’ 

Mr. Lake told a Trinwune reporter last night 
that he had contemplated a chanye for more 
than a year. The principal reason was that he 
had been in the business for a good many 
years and found it very confining. He grew 
tired of it and felt that he needed a change and 
rest. He would go oup of the city with his 
family for a while. His family bad not been 
well for some time. After spending a few 
months iu recreation he wou'd go into dus“ 
ness again. He did not ex ect to go oat of the 
railroad business aitogetber, but bad definit- 
ly severed his connection with the 
West Division Railway except that he held 
some stock. What he was going to do when he 
went into business again be did not feel m- 
clined to tell, but it-was worth more money 
than the one be had been hoiding and this was 
one of the reasons why be resigned. There 
had been no misunderstanding with the other 
officers of the road, nor had the strike of last 
summer any connection whatever with his 
resignation as far as be knew. The resigna- 
tion took effect yesterday: Mr. Lake ex- 
pressed great satisfaction with the successor 
the company had given bim. 

Mr. Lake's connection with the West Division 
Railway dates to within a short time after the 
organization of the company in 1863. At that 
time the railway consisted of a track on Mad 
son street to Bull's Head, where the stables 
were located, and another line on Randolph 
street to Uftiion Park and a cross line to Mad! 
son. The cars stood on the streets nights and 
the horses consisted ot a few mules. There 
were about seven or eight cars, which had been 
bought second-band in Boston to start the 
road with. The extension of these lines, 
the locatmg of the stables at Western 
avenue and Washington street, where they 
how are, and the construction of all the other 
lines were superintended by Mr. Lake. From 
1867 to December, 1874, he was engaged as a 
contractor and bulit the Washington street tun- 
nel, and later on became Superintendent of the 
Ubieago & Pacific Raiiroad, that was later 
merged into the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul system. In 1874, when Mr. Webb was 
made Secretary and the piace of Superintendent 
of the West Division Railway became vacant, 
Mr. Lake was made Superintendent and bas 
been holding that position ever since. During 
the time from 1867 to 1874 the Van Buren 
street line bad Leen extended to Wood street 
andthe stables located at Throop street. 
These additions to the system were the only 
ones not superintended by Mr. Lake. He has 
occupied the position of Superintendent with- 
out interruption ever since, 

It is rumored, although there is no authority 
for the statement, that Mr. Lake’s withdrawal 
from the West Side Street Raiiway Company is 
due to the dissatisfaction of some ot the di- 
rectors with the policy he pursued immediateiy 
before the strike of last summer. It will be 
remembered that on taat occasion quite a num- 
ber ot men were discharged. This led to the 
strike. Subsequentiy President Jones investi- 
mated the charges made against these men, of 
whose dismissal and of the causes therefor he 


said he previously was unaware, and re- 
stored quid & umber of them to 
the service. The loss to the com- 


pany by reason of the strike was not 
small, and many of the directors and stock- 
holders were inclined to believe that an error 
of judgment on Mr. Lakes part had led to the 
company’s troubles 11 their own loss. It 
Was stated at the time ot the strike that it was 
not unlikely that Mr. Lake would sever his 
connection with the company at the next 
elecuop. But as Mr. Lake states that be is 
gomg to do better in the new place he is going 
to, it not unreasonabic to suppose that the 
rumors are incorrect, and that be leaves sim- 
piy to better his condition. 


HARRISON BLOWS HIS OWN HORN. 
Mayor Harrison was called upon by a Tarp- 
UNE reporter last etening. He was found 
nursing his ielon and in no very amiable 
humor. He seemed at frst averse to 
about Mr. Cregier, but after being 
Mr. Cregier had received the appointment he 
suid: “I bave known for several woeks that 
Mr. Cregier would probably receive this ap-

Superintendent. and virtualy told him be would 
be appointed if be would agree to acvept it.

They agreed to extend to him the opportuni

cause the city pays a great deal more to such 
persons than they can obtain in private employ- 
ment, wulle, upon the other hand, almost any 


porations pay their head men and experts far 
more than like persons reveive from the city 
who dave in charge its vast inter 
ests. Mr. Waller, a predecessor of Mr. 
Cregier, could bave obtained twice as much 
from a private corporation as he received 
from the city had not bis bad bealth compelied 
him to retire from active service entirely. Mr. 
Doyle, whom I regard as the best Chief of Po- 
lice in America, ieft the service of the city for 
a much larger salary than be had been getting, 
and now Mr.. Cregier leaves because he will 
get twice the salary the city paid him. I have 
their word that they would have remained 
with the city till the end of my term, but I 
could not ask them to do so without exhibiting 
utter selfishness upun my part, and the city had 
no rigbt to their services without, paying them 
as muchas they could receive elsewhere. The 
Mayor, Controller, and Commissioner of Public 
Works should all receive salaries ranging from 
$6,000 to $10,000 per year. The piaces of the 
men who occupy positions paying from $1,000 
to $1,500 a year can be filled by equally compe- 
tent men in an hour, but where can I find men 
competent for heads of departments?

I shall be assisted 
ocesnsionally during the balance of the month 
by Mr. Cregier, although my regular assistant 
will be Mr. William H. Purdy, a mechanical 


engineer. — has been in Mr. Cregier's office 
during the last three months assisting in the 
work of classification and nomenclature of 
streets. He was formeriy with. the 
lilinois Central Railway Company as 
head draughtsman and master mechanic, 
and 1 beheve held other important 


positions with that company, and has been en- 
gaged in the construction of water-works, etc. 
He is highly recommended by President Clark 
and General-Manager Jeffery of the Illinois 
Central Railway Company. My arrangement 
with him is that he sball be paid a good salary, 
and if he develops a competency for the posi- 
tion of Commissioner I shall appoint him. Ot 
course I may discover some mau superior to 
Mr. Purdy, and it so the new man would get 
the appointment. Mr. Purdy is an extremely 
modest man, but I have great hopes in him. 
There is another surprise in store for the pub- 
lic. The services of athird man at the head 
of a department is also wanted at an advanced 
salary by another big corporation, and I am 
very much afraid I shail also lose him.“

THE STATE GRANGE CLOSES ITS SESSION— 
THE NEAT STATE FAIR—REBCH’S CASE. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 14.—(Special.|—The 

State Grange closed its annual session here this

Resolved, Thut the Lilinois State Grange is in full 
sympathy with every effort to secure an abundant 
supply of pure and wholesome food tor the hn- 
man famiiy at prices that will equitably remune- 
rate the legitimate producer. The factis apparent 
that there is no adequate protection against un- 
wholesome and deleterious adulteration of dairy 
products afforded by National or State laws. The 
committee therefore recommend that Congress be 
petitioned to enact a law placing all dairy products 
and all imitations of or substitutes for the same 
under the supervision of a competent 
Government inspector, to the end 
such articies shall be branded and sold under their 
proper names and on their own merits. The whole- 
sale adulteration of these food products bas as- 
sumed such proportions that the pubiic, and espe- 
cially the producing classes, should urge Congress 
to provide adequate protection by a system of 
thorough and appropriate Government inspection 
of food products, medicines. @tc., and especially 
dairy products, tea, coffee, sugar, molasses, spices, 
eondiments, truits, and alcoholic and fermented 
iquors. 

It was also decided to recommend that Con- 
gress enact a law that will make the bead of 
the Department of Agnmeulture a Cabinet offi- 
cer, and it was suggested that the Secretary 
communicate tne views of the State Grange on 
the subject to the IIIinois Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress. ~~

An Investigation by the Republican 
County Committee—Two New 
Sub-Treasury Oandidates. 


An Engineer’s Coolness — Graduating 
Trained Nurses—The Metropoli- 
tan Lumber Market.

New York, Jan. 14.— [Special. — The special 
committee appuinted by the Republican Coun- 
ty Committee to investigate the charges of po- 
litical crookedness against some of the Repub- 
lican district leaders expects to make ite report 
at the next regular meeting of the County 
Committee next Tuesday evening. Frequent 
meetings have been held by the special com- 
mittee, and efforts have been made to 
procure from the leaders of the Re 
publican party ofganizations in each 
of the Assembly districts explanations of 
the causes that ran the candidates on the Re- 
publican county ticket at the last election 60 
far behind the candidates on the Republican 
State ticket. Responses have thus far been 
received by the committee to about fifteen of 
the twenty-four letters of inquiry. Some of the 
responses endeavor to show that faithful sup- 
port was given to the county candidates, and 
that in districts where Mr. Jacobus and bis as- 
sociates ran so far behind Davenport and Carr 
local causes prevailed: for whieh the Rc public 
an party managers were not resporsible. 

The members of the committee decline to 
anticipate their report by making public the 
contents of the letters received by them. It is 
understood, however, that one or two of the 
communicanons are aggressive jn character, 
and that they practically refuse to ald the 
committee in their inquisitive work. The lead- 
ers in a few of the districts have apparently 
resolved to ignore the committee entirely. The 
chief trouble with the committee's work was 
that it possessed no authority whatever to 
command the attendance of witnesses and the 
production of papers, 

A DREADFUL ACCIDENT AVERTED. 

A most dreadful accident was narrowly 
averted by a quick-witted engineer this morn- 
ing. The north-bound express on the New 
York & Long Island Railroad was filled with 
prominent New York business-men coming to 
their offices. Near Matawan, and just before 
reaching a trestie bridge 500 feet long, the 
cars were derailed by a broken frog. The 
cars, after droppmg down on the ties, ran 
across the bridge, snapping the steel rails into 
bits and tearing tne wooden structure into 
splinters. The rear coach lost its truck and 
was drawn a long distance on its floor-beams. 
George Clickner, the engineer, finding it im- 
possible to stop his engine, which was tearing 
at arate of thirty miles an hour, saw that the 


only hope was to increase the speed. He 
threw open the throttle, and thus prevented 


the cars from toppling over the bridge. The 


cars swayed trom side to side, but they were 
safely carried out oi danger. The passengers 
were all more or less shaken up, but nobody 
was seriously burt.

THK METROPOLITAN LUMBER MARKET. 

One hundred and fifty firme carry on lumber 
business in New York, and one of them esti- 
mates the amount of capita! invested at more 
than $10,000,000. The persons who compose 
these firms are im the aggregate worth more 
than three times thie suro, and if the real 
lumber murket of New York is not so large as 
Chicago's there is more wealth back of it. For 
years the New York lumber dealers have tried 
ju vain to establish an exchange. The reason 
an exchange is desired by them is that by sur- 
vey ing and classifying a system of proper prices 
may be put upon lumber. In New York in- 
spection is not standard, bat private. The 
lumbermen who want an exchange contend 
that with its influence for good «4 
set of reguiations alike just to the 
men in the South, West, and Northwest, as 
weil as the New York dealer and the dealer to 
whom he sells, will be taken up and stood by. 
The want, as one of them said today, ** reguia- 
tion which will assure an inspection return, 
properiy verified, that will carry with u 
evidence of the value of material needed 
at home and the certificate of both value and 
integrity that is needed abroad.“ The element 
in the trade which opposes the exchange does 
so, it is asserted, on the ground that it 
is not necessary to the needs of the 
trade, and that, so far as the 
system of inspection is concerned, the reputa- 
tion of the firm to whom iumber is snipped 
should be sufficient authority tor the bonesty 
of its inspection. The committee which bad 
the matter in charge today adopted a constitu- 
tion and by-laws. The Legisiature will be 
asked to authorize lawful inspectors,

SHERMAN’S FINAL MESSAGER. 

Gov. Sherman's biennial message to the 
Legisiature was sent in today. It discusses 
very freely the needs of various State institu- 
tons. Contrary to public expectation it gives 
very little attention to ex-Auditor Brown, 
whose tantrums have caused Sherman so 
much trouble. All that it contains on this 
subject is the following: 


At the election of 1884 the Hon. J. I. Brown was 
reSiected to the office of Auditor of State. The 
general law requires that a reBiected officer shall 
qualify anew by producing and tully accounting for 
all public funds or property in his control under 
color of bis office, and prohibits the approval of 
his official bond until he has made such account- 
ing, which fact must be indorsed upon the bond 
before its approval. Mr. Brown refusing to make 
this accounting, his bond was not approvetl, and 
he is therefore not allowed to retain possession of 
the office. The office was temporarily ulled by the 
appointment of the Hon, Jonathan W. Cattell 
thereto, who duly qualified. At the general elec- 
tion of 1885 there was no person elected to said 
Office, and I therefore again appointed Mr. Cattell 
Auditor of State. whe bas duly qualified in the 
manner réquired Py the lav. and will hold the same 
until the next general election. 

It treats at length of the prehibition ques- 
tion, advising against a State constabulary, as 
will be seen by the following extract: 

The suggestion has been made that, in order to 
more certainiy enforce the law, the police authori- 
ties of the city and county should have appoint- 
ment direct from the Governor i dof as now 
provided. A proper refiection will satisfy you of 
the impracticability of such proposition. A better 
Plan would be to make it the special duty of all 
peace officers to file information whenever they 
have reasonable cause to beiieve the law was de- 
ing violated; and to further provide that all fines 
when collected shall be divided equally between 
the informer and the school fund, and that a rea- 
sonable fee tor the benefit of the prosecuting at- 
torney be taxed as part of the costs. 

It gives a general review of the affairs of the 
State institutions, and is regarded as an abie 
and valuable State paper. 


BIOGRAPHICAL 

[The Hon. William Larrabee, the new Governor, 
is a native of Connecticut and 53 years of age. He 
went to low about thirty-two years ago. For the 
first few years he engaged in farm work, and then 
purchased toe Clermont Flouring Mills, where he 
laid the foundations of his present wealth. When 
the War broke out he tried to enlist, but was re- 
jected on account of the loss of sight in one eye, 
the result of an accident when a boy. Being in- 
formed that he might possibly be admitted asa 
commissioned officer, he raised a company and was 
given a commission, but was again rejected. it 
was not until er that he began nis polit- 
Wal career, being then. nominaved for Sena- 
tor from Fayette County. He was elected, 
and has been reslected at the close of each term 
since. He was renominated by acclamation four 
times. In 1879 his majority over a strong candi- 
date was 1,009, whiie in the preceding year the op- 
position carried his Senatorial district by 561 ma- 
jority. Im 1883 this district gave an opposition 
majority of nearly 200, while Mr. Larrabee was 
elected by 185 majority over a popular candidate 
who had the cordial and earnest support of his 
State Committee. His home township ot Clermont 
in 1879 gave the fusion ticket a majority of 13%, 
while Senator Larrabee carried it by 212 majority. 
Gov. Larrabee’s home is on his farm near Ciler- 
mont, Fayette County. and he has directed there 
the large business interests with which he is con- 
nected. } 

[The Hon. J. A. T. Hull, Lieutenant-Governor, 
was born in Ohio in 1841. He went to lowa in 1849, 
settling first in Polk County. from which he went 
to the War in July, 1862, continuing in the service 
till December, 1863.

An Exposure of the Tricks Resort- 
ed To in Order to Belittie 
Silver. 


Ringing Speeches in the Senate by the 
Friends of the Coin of the 
People, 


An Interesting Debate Over Certain Reve- 
nue Collectors The General Bud- 
get of News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 14.—{Special.]— 
The manufacturmg of anti-silver sentiment 
for Congressional consumption seems to be a 
very flourishing industry. Beginning with the 
Bankers’ Convention at Chicago in August last 
the New- Yorkers have kept up a steady agita- 
tion which is expected to bear fruit soon. An 
amusing exhibition of the thoroughness of 
their organization was afforded‘ when the story 
got out that Senator Evarts proposed to make 
a silver speech. At once the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce flooded the Senators mail 


with letters beggmg him not to do 
it. Today Senator Beck exposed an- 
other scheme for influencing Con- 


gressional gction. He said he had received 
several petitions urging Congress to suspend 
silver coinage. He did not know why they nad 
been sent to him. He had deciined to present 
them, and bad so informed the persons favor- 
ing bim with the documents. He nad done this 
because he didn't think the petitions represent- 
ed any real views. He had found that the pe- 
titions were gotten up in response to a “ confi- 
dential” circular sent out by the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation. The Sen- 
ator from Kentucky bad a cooy of the giroular 
and read it to his brother Senators. It 
asked its recipient to write a personal letter to 
Speaker Carlisle begging tim not to put ex- 
treme silver men om the Coinage Committee of 
the House, and also to write personal letters to 
Senators and Representatives urging suspen- 
sion of silver coinage. When Senator Beck got 
through with this little exposé Senator Teller 
presented a memorial from Colorado’s Legisla- 
ture praying that no discrimination be made 
against silver,and favoring the free coinage 
of that metal. Then Democratic Senators 
Brown and Maxey took their turn discussing 
the Administration’s bostile attitude. Wulle 
this was going on inthe Senate some one in 
House had found that the accession of Miller 
of Texas to the Chairmanship of the Banking 
and Currency Committee put an extreme silver 
man there. It was not a good day for tne 
monometallists. 

In the course of Senator Brown’s remarks he 
said:

creditors whenever anything was due, and if that 
did not dispose of them | should call in 
enough bonds on.which the people are pay- 
ing interest to absorb the ailver  dol- 
lars and so stop the interest payments. 
It is always honest to pay a debt in the very cur- 
rency which the creditor, by his contract, had 
agreed to take. Thecreditors had secured several 
Successive changes in the contract, and the con- 
tract, as it now stands. is that the bondholders 
should be paid in gold dollars or silver dollars, at 
the Convenience of the Treasury, but Mey were be- 
ing paid in gold alone, while everybody else was 
paid in silver. This was neither fair dealing nor 
common honesty. lil advocate the issuance of su- 
ver certificates to represent the silver in the Treas- 
ury. 

Mr. Maxey followed on the same subject. He 
said: . 

The raid on silver is a European raid; and it, if 
successful, will infiict incalculable injury on the 
United States. The veople know that the fall of 
silveris the result of a conspiracy of combined 
capital to destroy silver as a money metal; and 
the gamblers are but reaping the fruits of their 
own foily. The suspension of silver coinage is but 
another name for the total stoppage of the coinage, 
and such suspension or stoppage will be fraught 
with the most serious consequences to the people. 
What we need in our dealing with bondholders is a 
strong, vigorous enforcement of the contract made 
with them. 

THE JUDICIAL SALARY BILL. 


The Judicial Salary bill was laid before the 
Senate today. One of the sections of the bill 
provides that no person related within the de- 
gree of rst cousin toa Judge of the United 
States shall be appointed by such Judge to any 
position in bis court; and that persons so re- 
lated who now hold such offices shall not con- 
tinue in office after six months from the passage 
of the act. Mr. Edmunds moved to strike out 
the clause that would affect persons at present 
in office, and in the course of his remarks in 
support of the motion said: “Even this re 
form Administration, the picture of purity and 
grace, and of everything that is lovely 
laughter]. has sent (and I can state it as a 
public fact) to the Senate the nomination of a 
father and son to go to the same place to exer- 
cise the functions of two officers, one under 
the other. After debate the amendment of 
Mr. Edmunds was agreed to.

HOUSE MATTERS.

Hammond explained that the necessity for this 
bil grew out of the fact that in the codifica- 
tion of the laws the word “or” in the sen- 
tence in cases where the judgment is ap- 
pealed from is in favor of the claimant or the 
same is affirmed by the Supreme Court,” etc., 
had been changed to and. It had been held 
under this wording that before a judgment 
could draw interest it must be affirmed by the 
Supreme Court, which bad not been the inten- 
tion of the law.

PAID WITHOUT BEING CONFIRMED. 

The Chair iaid before the Senate today Mr. 
Morrill’s resolution offered yesterday calling on 
the Secretary of the Treasury to inform the 
Senate whether any Collectors of Internal Rev- 
enue not confirmed by the Senate were in re- 
ceipt of the pay and emoluments of the office. 
Mr. Beck said he would not object to the reso- 
lution, but saw uo necessity fer it. The law on 
the subject, passed during President Johnson's 
time, had been very sweeping, but during Pres- 
ident Grant's time it had been modified. Since 
then newly appointed officers of the class des- 
ignated by Mr. Morrill bud received the emolu- 
ments of the office. The Supreme Court had 
decided that they were entitied to it. When 
the Republicans had become afraid that the 
Democrats were going to win, they again mod- 
ified the law, but the modificadon did not make 
improper the payments in the Cases contem- 
plated, and the Kepublicans knew such officers 
had for years received pay. Mr. Morrill dif- 
fered from Mr. Beck as to the precise class of 
cases covered by the Supreme Court decision. 
He denied that the President could take money 
out of the Treasury to pay wen whom he micht 
appoint. That was the duty of Congress. The 
information called for, Mr. Morrill thought, 
was manifestly proper, not only in the interest 
of the Government but of the Collectors per- 
sonaliy. Mr. Cockrell offered an amendment 
to Mr. Morrili’s resolution making it apply 
to back years. This was acveptabie to Mr. Mor 
rill, and the resolution as amended was agreed 
to.

FIRE UNDERWRITERS, 


FIRST ANNUAL SESSION OF THE ASSOCIA- 
‘TION—SUGGESTIONS MADE BY THE PRESI- 
DENT—ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The Fire-Underwriters’ Association held its 
first annual meeting yesterday afternoon. 
President Drew in his annual report said all 
were familiar with the many trials incident to 
the organization of the association. Even 
after it had been effected there were many 
who were tearful as to the result, and some 


month. Outside of the association ali sorts of 
predictions were made. Even among the man- 
agerial fraternity were found those hostile to 
the success of the new venture. They had 
looked tar into the future of the business, not 
only in Chicago, but in the entire Northwest, 
which was so much a part of Chicago as to be 
affected by its every movement. By their 
action they had protected them. To 
many it was apparent that the seeds 
of demoralization had been sown, and 
it only needed time fur them to do their work 
of destruction. It was to prevent this that 
they started the movement that led to the 
present organization. While many errars had 
been committed, and while better results might 
bave been obtained by other and wiser metb- 
ods, he thought all had reason for congratula- 
tion in the work thus far accomplished. It 
was not surprising that their efforts met with 
strong opposition from various sources, for the 
rules adopted were intended as a revolution. 
All had been called upon to make sacrifices in 
the interest of the association. The spirit 
manifested encouraged the feeling that the 
future promised the best results, and that the 
association was destined to become a still 
greater power for good in the interest they 
represented. He had hoped that the member- 
ship might embrace all the companies doing 
business in Chicago. There was, however, 
one agency out, which admitted itself 
to be too small to be considered 
of any consequence in the councils and too 
weak to cope with others in the struggle for 
business on egual terms. Many of the sched- 
ules had proved of great value in the im prove- 
ment of the various risks brought under their 
operation. Many improvements could ove 
made to make the schedules what they should 
be and work equal justice to the assured as 
well as the insurer. He needed not to cal! at- 
tention to the necessity of great care in guard- 
ing against any such undue advances in rates 
as should appear to be oppressive, in which 
event they would only react to their detriment 
and invite means to combat them which should 
be avoided. Dec. 2 a communication was re- 
ceived from the Philadeiphia Fire Underwrit- 
ers’ Association asking for joint action upon 
a proposition to make all ‘insurance subject to 
the condition that at least 80 per cent of value 
should be regarded as a basis of future rates. 
A Committee of Conference was appointed, 
and the Secretary notified them that 
they. were ready to confer, but 
nothing had since been heard from them. The 
proposition struck him as not only fair, but 
just and practical. Now allrates were made 


of insurance carried. Asa result they tound 
that in many cases au apparently small dam- 
age resulted in a total loss to the ingurers. He 
hoped to see this project pushed forward dur- 
ing the coming year to a final conclusion, 
which he believed would resultin great good 
to the entire underwriting fraternity. He 
should be glad to see an intelligent and thor- 
ough system of inspection of the aifferent 
risks by a competent corps of inspectors in- 
augurated by the association, believing that it 
would bring abouta reformation of careless 
practices, of which there were far too many, 


and which went unrebuked for the 
want of a proper person of sense 
and intelligence, clothed with authority 


to enforce the city ordinances, many of 
which were totally disregarded. There was 
little to hope for in this direction from the city 
officials, who were simply creatures of polit- 
ical influence and therefore valueiess for good. 
He also urged that there be a thorough ins peo- 
tion and classification of warehouses acaording 
to che vharacter of the property stored in them, 
and schedules made for rating them in a 
proper manner; that the Superintendent of 
Surveys be required to obtain from the ware- 
bousemen u contract stipulating that, until 
they otherwise notified him, they would oon- 
fine themselves to the classes of storage named 
in the agreement; and, unless they enter into 
such an agreement, that their houses shail 
bear the rate of highest class storage ware- 
houses. In conciusion, he stated that the 
patrol must be aggressive as well us 

ive and continue to stimulate the “Fire 
Department. He had rather gee a lit- 
tle friction bet ween the two if 
necessary than that both should assume 
the appearance of apatby, which was sure to 
follow when rivalry ceased.

Much indignation was expressed about the 
County-Building yesterday in regard to a sen- 
sational article which appeared ina morning 
paver yesterday wherein County-Commussioner 
Hemmelgarn was attacked and charged with 
baving sold goods to the county from his own 
store, some of which were also of so poor a 
quality as to be unfit for use. It was also inti- 
mated that the Commissioner bad used an em- 
ployé in his establishment named Cross- 
ley as a sort of middleman in dis- 
posing of his goods to the county, the 
prices charged being exorbitant for the 
grade of article furnished. Commissioner 
Hemmeigarn was yesterday seen at the Coun- 
ty Board rooms by a Tri BUNE reporter in rela- 
tion to the matter. He said: ‘* The writer of 
the article referred to teils a downright he 
when he says that I told him I had given Cross- 
ley money with which to buy goods for the 
county. I never ma ie such astatement. Cross- 
ley is only in my employ as a salesman and 
buyer, and I pay him a commission. When 
Warden Varneil sent in his requisition for 
goods tor Christmas I. sent Crossley out to see 
where be could buy them at the most advan- 
tageous figures, he acting entirely on his own 
behalf and making out his own bills to the 
county direct. He decided that be could buy 
butter at my place at as low figures as else- 
where, and 1 say positively that the but- 
ter which he paid me 13 cents per 
pound for is a better article than that for 
which the board has hitherto been in the habit 
of paying 25 and 30 cents per pound. On the 
goods that Crossley bought he made 2% or 3 
per cent commission, and that is charged to 
the county. He made no more money out of 
the county than he made out of me. That 
amount was his commission. He carries his 
own bills against the county, and I have not u- 
ing whatever todo with them. Common rea- 
son would dictate that the finest butter made 
could not be bought for 13 cents per pound, 
but that which was purchased at any place was 
a fairly-good article. I have done nothmg 
since I have been a member of the board but 
what is honest and upright. Can cer- 
tain other members of the board truthfully 
say as much? There are some other crooked 
matters I propose to show up soon. I bave 
let the light in on some of the members pretty 
well so far, and I have only just begun.” 

Commissioner Klehm, Chairman of the 
board, said, when spoken to on the subject: 
“The board bad a meeting on the Monday be- 
fore Christmas-Day and it was then decided to 
give the iamates of the asylum a Coristmas 
dinner. On the following Wednesday the 
Committee on Charities met and Commissioner 
Hemmeigarn was appointed te buy the neces- 
sary goods for Christmas. Wardens Varnell and 
Frey sent in a requisivon for various articles 
of food. Among other things Varneil asked 
for ten barrels of apples, and when 
Varnell and Commissioners Casselman and 
Hemmelgarn happened to be in the Jatter’s 
store the following day Casselman saw a 
number of barrels of apples there, and on find- 
ing the fruit was good insisted that they be 
sent out to the asylum as part of the requisi- 
tion.”’ 


Commissioner Wren said: “I saw five or 
six tubs of Hemmelgarn’s butter out at the in- 
firmary the other day, and I can buy better 
buttér on South Water street at any time for 
five cents per pound.“ 

Commissioner Leyden said that the butter 
which came from Hemmeligarn’s store was 
„ stinking”’ and that a better article could be 
purchased anywhere for less than half the 
price which Hemmelgarn had 

Another Commissioner said: The whole 
trouble lies in this fact: The old man (Hem- 
meigarn) is thoroughly honest; in fact, he’s 
too honest for the gang in here, so they're just 
trying todown him. This present row is one 
of the jobs which they have put up on him, 
and I don’t suppose it will be the last. In re- 
gard to that higtly-colored article about Hem- 
meigarn which appeared jn a morning paper 
yesterdaay, it’s very easy tb read between the 
lines.” 


Mr. J. C. Crossiey of No. 201 Kinzie, refer- 
ring to an Interview with Commissioner Hem- 
meigarn in yesterday's issue of Tue Tamuxx. 
said toa reporter of Tun TRIBUNE last even- 
img: “The interview was substantially cor- 
rect. Contrary to a statement in the interview, 
1 was not engaged by Mr. Hemmeigarn for the 
specific purpose of buying provisions for the 
county.

Presipent Epwarps in his address be- 
fore the Bar Association at Springfield in- 
dulged in the luxury of reasoning in 4 circle, 
and claimed that instead of amending the 
laws the people should enforce those they 
have already. The fact that a law is not en- 
torced is the best evidence that it needs re- 
form. ‘The criminal statutes of Lilinois have 
been bur rowed through by cunning lawyers 
and are worm-eaten with technicality, and 
the fact that they are not executed is the 
strongest evidence of their inefficiency. 
When a strong, vigorous effort, backed up 
and sustained by public sentiment, is made 
to enforce a law and yet fails because 
of the shifts, evasions, delays, and 
quibbles put forth by the defendant, it is sim- 
ply absurd to argue that the statute itself is 
not in need of reform, The tree is known 
by its fruits. Laws may be ideally perfect 
and square with every legal theory, and yet if 
not practically enforceable they are worthless. 
When a statute remains wunenforced it 
furnishes the strongest argument why it 
should make way for a measure that gives at 
least a promise of something better. If a 
law is not enforceable it ought to be.made so 
or repealed. It ia rather singular logic which 
argues that because a measure has proved a 
failure in practice it should not be changed.

A “GRANGER LEGISLATURE” IN 
IOWA. 

The Assembly just convened in Iowa is 
said to be a ‘‘ Granger Legislature much like 
that of 1874,” and close observers declare it 
“acts as if it would do many unwise and 
foolish things.” Possibly it may prove as 
intractable and unruly as the original 
„Granger Legislature,” which declared that 
railway corporations were not above the law 
and that the people, acting through their 
representatives, had power to protect them- 
selves from extortionate charges and unjust 
discrimination. lowa has always been noted 
for the purity of the legislation enacted by 
its farmer-legisiators, and if the present As- 
sembly is preéminently ‘‘Granger” in char- 
acter it goes without saying that it will be 
beyond the reach of corruption and to the 
extent of its ability will make an honest en- 
deavor to serve the people. 

The legislation adupted by the original 
Granger Legislatures” in the Northwest 
was harsh, ill-balanced, abounding in erudi- 
ties, and often unjust in its operation, but it 
was nevertheless the medicine required at 
that time, and measures less stringent in 
character would have been of no avail. The 
railroads defied all control, and the Legis- 
latures would have been derelict had they 
failed to make a sweeping and emphatic as- 
sertion of State power over transportation 

| monopolies. Heroic measures were needed 
to meet the rebellion of the railway mag- 
nates, and it would have been the hight of 
folly at such a time to have adopted mild and 
conservative laws. ‘The Granger acts brought 
out the inevitable issue and presented it to 
the Supreme Court in such a manner that the 
broad question of State control over railway 
corporations was speedily and authoritatively 
settled in favor of the people. The pro rata 
freight laws adopted by the Granger Legis- 
latures were not finished specimens of legis- 
lation, but they served their immediate pur- 
pose in a very effectual and satisfactory man- 
ner. Timid, half-hearted legislation at that 
time might have compromised popular rights 
beyond all recall. 

It may be no misfortune for Iowa to have 
another Granger Legislature” it it shows 
the same judgment as the first in adapting 
means to the end sought. The ground has 
been cleared and there is no call now for vio- 
lent legislation in dealing with railway com- 
panies, but there is abundant opportunity for 
another Granger Legislature to display the 
firmness and independence of its predecessor. 
The question of authority has been settled, 
the difficulties of the railway problem are 
now quite generally appreciated, and the 
present Legislature, without striking in the 
dark, may enact temperate, well-considered 
laws that will protect the rights of the pub- 
lie without doing any injustice to the corpora- 
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tions. Granger Legislatures have the prob 


ny and independence which place them as a 
whole beyond the reach of direct or indirect 
bribery, and assemblies of this character are 
not lacking in an honest desire to serve the 
people. 

In lowa the conflict with corporations has 
been confined to the railroads, and other 
monopolies exercismg the State’s power of 
eminent domain have been overlooked. It is 
a singular circumstance that not a line of 
statute fixing the responsibilities of telegraph 
companies has been adopted in Iowa since 
1851, and even that ancient law is practically 
nullified by the fine-print contracts which the 
corporations force on their patrons, Tele 
phone companies are equally free from all 
control. When a State has corporations en- 
gaged in a publie employment and exercising 
the right of eminent domain and’ yet practi- 
cally free from legal restraints it may be no 
misfortune for a genuine ‘‘ Granger Legisla- 
ture” to meet at least once in ten years. 


THE STOCK MARKET. 

The New York stock market showed more 
signs Wednesday of having started on the 
decline that the bears have for weeks been 
working for and the conservative bulls have 
desired to see than atany previous time since 
the great upward movement began last sum- 
mer, but yesterday there was a considerable 
recovery, which agaitl proved the power of 
the cliques. It is a matter for regret that 
prices should advance at this time. They are 
as high as the circumstances of the situation 
warrant, and if the market should show much 
bouyancy the outside buying fever would 
probably set in again and would enq up in a 
break which would be disastrous to a good 
many people, Hitherto the lambs who 
have made money by purchasing have been 
fortuhate enough to keep the bulk of it, but 
they would not be so successful if they were 
to goin once more. There is nothing o 
much needed now as a decline, which would 
enable them to get m at a lower range of 
values, if they are determined to speculate. 
It is every way likely that the decline will 
come if they will wait a little. There is at 
the present time no prospect of gain in buy- 
ing at all commensurate with the risk in- 
volved. It is, of course, impossible to dis- 
cern the intentions of the cliques that have 
supported prices for several weeks against 
the convictions of the public and many of the 
large operators, but they have accomplished 
much that they undertook, and if they have 
sold a large proportion of their holdings they 
will very likely be willing to see the list go 
off five or ten points. And it may go, if they 
are not willing.

THE CLINGEN INVESTIGATION. 

In the preliminary examination of ex-Police 
Court Clerk Clingen City-Attorney Wash- 
burne seems to have produced a mass of evi- 
dence which apparently shuts out an? possi- 
ble theory consistent with the innocence of 
the accused. One thing at least has been 
clearly demonstrated and appears to be con- 
ceded by Clingen and his friends—namely: 
that there has been gross dishonesty in the 
administration ot affairs at the South Side 
Police Court. The only question in dispute is 
as to who did the stealing. Clingenas Clerk 
of the court is the officer who is primarily re- 
sponsible. It is Als duty to keep the records, 
issue the executions, collect the fines, and 
turn the money over to the City Treasurer. 
He has attended to his duties in person and 
not by proxy. It would seem, unless the 
defense shows otherwise, that if money were 
stolen by any one but Clingen it could only 
have been done by Clingen’s connivance and 
consent. 

Slowly, cautiously, but with unflagging 
persistence, the City Attorney has pursued 
the investigation to a point where he as- 
sumes that Clingen’s guilt can be proven be- 
yond a doubt to the satisfaction of a Judge 
and jury. Clingen claimed to be able to 
“ explain ” everything; he was given every 
chance to do so, but no explanations satis- 
factory to Mr. Washburne were forthcoming. 
He and his Aldermanic friends were ready 
to acknowledge that hundreds of fines im- 
posed in court had never been legally satis- 
fied, owing to the ‘‘influence” brought to 
bear in these particular cases. But Mr. 
Washburne expressly disclaimed any investi- 
gation of such cases—the methods in vogue 
in the police court cut no figure in the mat- 
ter. The cases he was after were those 
where the money had been actually paid into 
court and yet failed to reach the City Treas- 
urer. He finds that the records of the court

but he clearly makes out a prima facle case 
that part of it has, He cannot trace all the 
money into Clingen’s hands, but the wit- 
nesses swear that part of it went there. 

John W. Owens, for example, swears he 
was fined $10 and costs and paid the $11 to 
Clingen in court. Clingen reports the case 
dismissed. The Judge's sheet has dis- 
missed written opposit Owens’ name ina 
way to conceal the figure 10“ that orig- 
inally stood there. The Justice swears that 
the “dismissed,” is not his handwriting, but 
is an excellent imitation of it. 

In another case a young man occupying a 
responsible position in eonnection with the 
Board of Trade swears that on one occasion 
as the result of a drunken spree he was fined 
$100. Two witnesses swear to the payment 
of the money. The officer who collected the 
money swears he paid the $100 to Clingen. 
Clingen enters on his docket, admittedly in 
his own handwriting, a note to the effect that 
the fine was reduced to $10 by the court. The 
Judge recalls the details of the case and swears 
positively he did not reduce the fine. The 
city gets $10—who stole the other $00? In 
another case a witness swears he was offered 
money to leave the city before the case came 
up for hearing, and he identifies Clingen as 
one of the men who called on him when 
this offer was made. With a dozen or more 
such cases to start with, and with document- 
ary evidence pointing directly to thefts of a 
like character in 1,600 similar cases, the able 
lawyers engaged in Clingen’s behalf will have 
considerable trouble raising a reasonable doubt 
as to his guilt in the mind of any impartial 
Judge or jury. Unless his lawyers can meet 
and disprove all this evidence, the chances 
seem strongly in favor of Mr, Clingen paying 
a lengthened visit to the institution in which 
his fine-working friend, Mr. Mackin, is at 
present domiciled, 

Mr. Washburne’s duty in the matter should 
not end with the prosecution of Clingen. The 
money that has disappeared in the Police 
Court has been stolen from the taxpayers of 
the city by some one, and Clingen and 
his bondsmen are legally responsi- 
ble for the full amount. Clingen, 
it is stated, acknowledges that he 


was penniless when he got the office of Po- 
lice Court Clerk six or seven years ago, and 


he claims to be penniless still. On his beg- 
garly salary of $1,000 a year it would be hard

however, that before this inquiry commenced 
he invested $14,000 in real estate. Whether 
this be true or not, he should, if proven 
guilty, be compelled to refund his spoil as 
far as possible, in addition te paying the pen- 
alty of his crime, and his bondsmen should 
be compelled to make up the deficiency to the 
full extent of their bond. The duty of at- 
tending to this matter devolves on the City 
Attorney.

Even if we had, and Germany should 
annex them, we should have no cause for 
complaint. We have become 80 accus 
tomed to German annexation that it 
no longer arouses a protest. She has 
already annexed several Congressional 
districts in New York City, large 
tracts in Pennsylvania and Ohio, a Congres- 
sional district of Texas, a ‘generous area of 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and Iowa, the whole of 
the City of Milwaukee, a large part of Louis- 
ville, all of St. Louis that is worth having, 
the over the Rhine” district of Cincinnati, 
one-third of Chicago, including the Nord- 
Seite and the Fourteenth Ward, which of 
itself has a population considerably larger 
than all the Samoan Islands, and no protest 
has been made. All of the North Side 
has been annexed except Goose Island, where 
a few Irish yet hang out in their mud forts 
and defy the Teutons, and the district east of 
Clark street, where the original natives have 
thus far, with difficulty, kept a lodgment in 
spite of the aggrandizements of the Teutonic 
tribes. 

Signs are everywhere apparent that Ger- 
many proposes to annex considerable more 
area before she gets through and bring it 
under the sway of her influence. This whole- 
sale appropriation has been accepted by our 
people with the utmost complacency. Not a 
word of fault has been found with it; on the 
other hand, we have been inclined to rejoice 
over it. Take the Fourteenth Ward, for in- 
stance, Since Germany annexed it the rest 
of the city has fraternized with its people 
and found them very agreeable. They have 
never manifested any hostile intentions to- 
wards the other wards, nor have they fitted 
out any naval or military expeditions with 
the object of capturing adjacent territory. 
The Municipal Government is on terms of 
friendly relations with them, and the citizens 
of Chicago pass through the annexed terri- 
tery with the same freedom as they did be- 
fore it was gobbled by Germany. The 
entente cordiale is firmly established with 
the settlement, There are no clashing of in- 
terésts and no international jealousy. 
Passports are not demanded on the frontier, 
nor is any German from other wards 
who goes over there to visit impressed into 
the military service. Even the American 
hog is treated with the respect due to him. 
The hog of the Fourth Ward has equal rights 
with his of the Fourteenth; whether

A REGULAR-ARMY GARRISON IN 
CHICAGO. 

It is difficult to understand. why Chicago, 
which is the headquarters of the Department 
of the Missouri, should not have been provided 
long ago with a garrison of the regular army. 
As a distributing point for troops and sup- 
plies it is the best in the West, and Gen, 
Schofield’s suggestion that a military-supply 
depot should be located here rests on im- 
pregnable reasons. Blankets, clothing, pro- 
visions, and all kinds of military supplies 
could be forwarded from Chicago to all the 
military posts In the West and Northwest 
directly and in a brief space of time, and 
troops stationed here would be available for 
prompt service at any point in a wide stretch 
of territory whenever an emergency should 
arise. 

A garrison in Chicago would not be avail- 
able merely for quelling riots in this city, 
but could be used for the same purpose in a 
few hours at any point in the Upper Missis- 
sippi and Ohio Valleys. A fast train could 
take troops from Chicago to St. Louis or Cin- 
cinnati in eight hours, while Indianapolis, 
Toledo, and Detroit could be reached in less 
time and Cleveland and Pittsburg in a little 
more. With equal celerity troops could be 
sent to St. Paul, Minneapolis, Dubuque, Bur- 
lington, Davenport, Des Moines, Omaha, or 
Kansas City. Salt Lake City could be reached 
in thirty-six hours, and troops sent from Chi- 
cago would be there sooner than detachments 
from frontier forts not accessible by rail. 
The posts in the Far West are never able to 
spare many men, and there is always much 
time lost in collecting troops from different 
forts when a considerable force is wanted at 
any particular place for immediate service. 
A garrison at Chicago could meet all such 
demands at once. 

Irrespective of tie interest of the Govern- 
ment in protecting its property in Chieago or 
any duty it may have to perform in quelling 
riots, this is the place where a military post 
would be of the greatest advantage to eight 
or ten States. Ordinarily there might be 
little for such troops to do, and they might 
seldom be called into active service, but their 
presence in Chicago would have a wholesome 
effect here and in every city that could be 
reached in forty-eight hours. The mere fact 
that the Government had a regular-army gar- 
rison in Chicago would render the municipal 
authorities stronger and more resolute in 
every Northern city between the Allegheny 
ami the Rocky Mountains. The danger of 
riots or insurfections is much less when it is 
known that a body of disciplined, regular 
troops can be brought to the scene in the 
course of a few hours. 

But, advisable as it would be to establish a 
garrison in Chicago, the proposition to make 
Dearborn Park the site of a great military 
warehouse will not meet with much favor. 
Before the park could be used for sucha 
purpose the city would have to relinquish its 
easement and the State cede jurisdiction to 
the United States. The property has been 
dedicated to city uses as a park, and the only 
change desired is to make it the site of a 
public library buildmg. Without taking 
Dearborn Park from the city, there would 
be no difficulty in finding a suitable place 
for a great military-supply house and a gar- 
rison of troops. The situation of Chicago is 
such that in time the Government must make 
it an important military post, the rea- 
sons are abundant to show that the sooner it 
is done the better, A strong garrison at Chi- 
cago would prevent a great deal of trouble 
which it might prove difficult to correct. 


A supG@MENT of the Supreme Court affirm- 
ing the validity of the Election law would be 
the appropriate winding up of the Mayoralty 
contest and all the other struggles for reform 
made in Chicago in the last year. The con- 
test has been abandoned because it was clear 
that it could not be completed before the ex- 
piration of Harrison’s term. To prove the 
frauds one by one in an unfriendly court in 
the face of delays and technical obstructions 
would consume more time than Harrison has 
yet to serve as de facto Mayor. With wit- 
nesses being run off and the police foree and 
other city employés interested in hampering 
and vexing the contestants there was no pros- 
pect that the case could be ended in time tor 
the judgment to have any effect. Yet 
the contest has not been without 
good results, and if the Election law 
is sustained it may be considered 
well worth all the time and labor expended. 
The contest has kept the public mind awake 
and fastened on the necessity for election re- 
form, and in this Way contributed greatly to 
the heavy popular majority cast for the new 
law. Voters became doubly earnest in favor 
of reform when they saw the extreme dif- 
culty of ejecting a usurper from office, al- 
though the evidence of fraud was overpow- 
ering and apparent on the face of the returns. 
The cure of fraud being so difficult the peo- 
ple were aroused to the necessity for its pre- 
vention. The contest was instrumental in 
securing the adoption of the new law, and if 
the reformed system of elections is sustained 
by the Supreme Court it will be victory 
enough. Harrison may be permitted to serve 
out his term as de facto Mayorif it is estab- 
lished that fraud cannot be again triumphant 
in overturning the will of the legal voters of 
Chicago. 


A NEw plan for obviating the long existent 
difficulty involved in the silver question is 
proposed by Mr. Nicholas Veeder of Pitts- 
burg. He calls it cometallism.“ His idea 
is to make gold and silver enter into a pecun- 
iary partnership—to pool their issues, as it 
were—and thus work together in harmony. 
He thinks that the question as between the 
two, arising out of the fluctuation in the rela- 
tive value of the one as compared with the 
other, may be got rid of by making all debts 
in the United States payable in equal halves 
of gold and silver, each to retain its present 
weight value in forming the dollar. He ad- 
vocates the coinage of a new set of 
dollars, halves, and quarters on this 
basis, the two metals to remain dis- 
tinct, instead of forming an alloy. He would 
have a central disk of gold, containing 12 9-10 
grains, surrounded by a rim of silver, 
containing 21234 grains, to form a dollar 
coin of the same face area as the present sil- 
ver half dollar, but a little thicker, and the 
two smaller coins in proportion. It would 
not be necessary to issue coins of greater 
denomination than a dollar nor less than a 
quarter dollar, while the cometallic coin 
would present many advantages over the 
ones now in use, being less bulky than the 
silver and throwing all the loss by abrasion 
on the cheaper metal of the two. While it 
would not be necessary to call in the paper 
money now in circulation, he advises that 
new issues be distinctly based upon the new 
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cometallic standard, 8a that uniformity may 
be arrived at ultimately without a too rad- 
leal change from nz conditions. If the 
Governments of the World would not 
accept such a change, or until they should 
accept it, and perhaps afterwards; a new 
naming might be resorted to. The new unit 
should be called a dollar, the old one of gold 
an Orum.“ and the silver one an Argent.“ 
These names are suggested by the Latin 
names Aurum and Argentum for the two 
metals.

ABLY BRE 

— ABOLISHED—LIBERAL CONFER- 

Lonpon, Jan. 14.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. Lord Salisbury’s pro- 
longed stay at Osborne House attracts univer- 
sal attention among the politicians. All day 
today his official residence in Downme street 
has been thronged by Cabinet Ministers, Under- 
Secretaries, and other important officials, 
many ot whom had called to fulfill appoint- 
ments personally made by the Premier. No 
information could be obtained as to his move- 
ments until late this afternoon, when a dis- 
patch was received from Osborne which 
Stated that the Premier would return to Lon- 


summoned to meet at 2:30 p. m tomor 
row. It u known that his chief object 
in waiting upon the Queen at this time was 0 
obtaiu her Majesty’s consent to the suspension 
of the Lord Lieutenancy of Ireland. His long 
detention at Osborne caused a rumor, which 
found its way into the evening papers, that the 
Queen had refused to allow the Viceroyalty to 
remain vacant on the ground that her imperial 
office would thus be shern of some of its state 
and consequence. This rumor is probably un- 
true, for Lord Salisbury would not have 41 
lowed his plans to become public if he had not 
been assured of the Queen’s acquiescence. 

The reported resignation of Lord Carnarvon 
is today attribuied by friends ot the Cabinet to 
iiimess caused by the worry attending his post 
in Ireland, and by others to the projected abolt. 
tion of the office of Lord-Lieutenant. The true 
reason probably is the dra‘ting of the boycott- 
ing bill resotved on by the Cabinet. On this 
bill there is a serious division of opinion, and 
persistency in the intention to introduce it 
into Parliament is certain to lead to further 
resignations, that of Lord Randolph Churchill 
probably among the first. 

The Daily Telegraph says: The Govern- 
ment will introduce a bill in Parliament abol- 
ubm the office of Viceroy of Ireland. It is 
knowledge of this fact that induces the Earl of 
Carnarvon to resign the Lord Lieutenancy.“ 

The Eari of Cart arvon's retirement as Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland will probably coon be 
followed by that of Sir William Hart-Dyke as 
Chief Secretary, when Mr. Edward Stanhope 
will become Chief Secretary. 

The feeling among the Tories that greater 
stringency is necessary in Ireland to protect 
Loyalists and “suppress boycotting is daily be- 
coming stronger and more outspoken. Every 
Gay's ddlay in announcing tne Government's 
Irish plans will intensify this feeling and add 
to the peril of the situation in Ireland. If a 
strong hand is really needed to control that 
country, it is evident that Lord Carnarvon 
must be retired in some: way. He is nearly 
75 years old, is constitutionally timid, is a 
sufferer from insomnia, and has long 
been in u state of nervous 
prostration, according to the statements of his 
friends. Ever since he first took command in 
Ireland he bas worn a bullet-proof vest, This 
precaution was taken at the urgent entreaty of 
bis wife. He bas no desire to cling to office, 
and his undated letter of resignation is in Lord 
Salisbury's possession. But there is no other 
Peer in the Tory ranks who is at once compe- 
tent, available, and willing to take the office. 
Moreover, if Lord Salisbury were to make 
a new appointment now it would stimulate the 
Earl of Kiimorey’s followers in the Lords and 
the Radicals in the Commons to immediately 
press the motion to abolish the Dublin Castle 
Government altogether. Their guns wil be 
spiked if the office is left vacant for the pres- 
ent, and the office itself, with its vast salary 
and patronage, will still be in the gift of the 
Government to be bestowed upon some faitb- 
ful worker after the present excitement bas 
blown over. Lord BSalisbury’s intention now 
is to accept the resignations of Lord Carnarvon, 
and of Sir William Hart-Dyke as Chief Secre- 
tary tor Ireland, leave the Lord Lieutenancy 
yacant, and appoint the Hon. Edward Stan- 
hope, now President of the Board of Trade, to 
the Secretaryship. 

Says another correspondent: * The resigna- 
tion of Lord Carnarvon was the principal topic 
this afternoon in the lobbies, the library, and 
refreshment rooms of the House of Commons, 
and especially among the Irish members, 
few of whom believe it posgible 
that the Lord - Lieutenancy is to 
be abolished forthwith The majority 
accept the announcement as true, but are di- 
vided in opinion whether to regard it as an un- 
mixed blessing Or as something to deplore and 
constituting another Trish grievance. 
Several Irish members deeply regretted 
the change on the ground that the res 
ignation of Lord Carnarvon leit affairs for 
the time in Ireland to be administered by three 
gentlemen, two of whom were known 
to be fervid anti-National-Leaguers. It 
meant that Lord Carnarvon’s mild rule 
was to be superseded by the iron 
hands of Prince Edward of Saxe- Weimar, 
Commander-in-Chief; Vice-Chancellor Chat- 
terton, and the Rt.-Hon. J. T. Bell, ex-Lord- 
Chancellor ot Ireland. One of the trio is an 
Orangeman, it is asserted. Mr. Bell will be 
the executive official.” 

The Parliamentary writer for the Telegraph 

has interviewed Justin MoOarthy, who says: 
“I personally prefer that the office should be 
done away with. Many of my party, bow- 
ever, think otherwise. To me the vice 
regal court appeared a hollow sham and de- 
lusion. It was aping royalty without royalty, 
and only bred around the castle a retinue of 
useless Officials, parasites, and flunkies. They 
would do better without a Lord-Lieutenant, 
and he should be succeeded by a Governor- 
General, as in Canada. 
The Yelegraph concludes a long editorial on 
the situation thus: “The abolition of the 
viceroyalty can in no sense be regarded as 
the severance of a venerated link of the past. 
The burying of the hatchet would be a much 
more appropriate metaphor.” 

The Daily News has a long leader with a 
beading, for the first time in the history of the 
paper: “An Administrauon at Its Wits’ 
End,” suggested by the Carnarvon per 
plexity. In the course of the leader 
the News says, regarding the Irish Government, 
that Lord Salisbury could perhaps produce a 
plan, for he has bold, comprehensive qualities 
of character, but that he is afraid of Mr. 
Charles Lewis. It further says that Lord 
Wolseley is to ‘be appointed to the military 
command of Ireiand.

The Prefect of the Department of the Eure 
was assasinated in a railway-carriage and his 
body thrown from the train while it was in 
motion.

The name of the mur- 
dered Prefect was M. Barreme. He came to 
Paris to receive instructions from M. Sarrien, 
the new Minister of the Interior, and was re- 
turning to Evreut, Capital of tne Department 
of Bure, when he was assasinated. The corpse 
wus found with the eyes bandaged and the 
skull smashed in. The body lay between the 
rails on a bridge, and it is evident that the mur- 
derers intended to throw it into the Seine. M. 
Barreme’s pocketbook, loose money, and 
watch were gone. A number of the most ex- 
perienced detectives in Paris dave 
been detailed to work up the case, 
but their search so far has resulted 
in finding no cler except that just 
prior to the starting of the train a gentieman 
inquired of the guards whether M. Barreme 
was aboard. On being answered in the affirm- 
ative be purchased a ticket and boarded the 
same train. M. Barreme was the father of a 
large family and was an exceilent admuinis- 
trator. The various members of the Govern- 
ment have sent dispatohes of condolence to 
nis widow. The murder is the sole topic of the 
day. It is now known that be bad a large sum 
ot money in his possession. It is supposed that 
the murderers were disturbed in their opera- 
tion of rifling the clothes of the dead man and 
overlooked a pocket containing 537 francs. 
The doctors who examined the body express 
the opinion that M. sMarreme wag murdered 
with a bludgeon and that the first biow killed 
him.

CLEVELAND GOING DRY. 


AN ICE-GORGE ALMOST COMPLETELY SHUTS 
OFF HER WATER-SUPPLY, AND THE WORST 
MAY NOT YET BE OVER. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jau. 14.—[Special.]—Accord- 
ing to the signal service reports Cleveland was 
the point of lowest temperature in the United 
States last night, the mercury descending to 8° 
below zero. Ice began to form yesterday ia 
the tunnel leading to the water-works crib on 
Lake Erie, and the city today was threatened 
with a disastrous water-famine. The supply 
of water at the cfib began to grow small yes- 
terday. and at one time in the evening the 
gage registered a sudden fall of three feet in a 
few minutes. Later two of the four pump 
ing-engines were stopped, ‘the supply 
of water affording work for only the remain- 
ing two. This morning hundreds of dweilings 
in the higher part of the city found the supply 
of water cut off. Many down-town business- 
houses were compelled to stop their elevators 
and in other ways make an economicai use of 
water. The city infirmary was one of the first 
places where the supply failed entirely. At 1 
o'clock this afternoon only one engine was at 
work, but towards evening the supply im- 
proved somewhat. One cause of the trouble is 
thet consumers have allowed the water 
to run in the night to avoid the 
freezing of pipes, thus increasing the con- 
sumption from 12,000,000 to 88. 000, 00 gallons, 
The fire department is relying ch upon 
the chemical engines to extinguish small fires, 
using water only in case of absolute necessity. 
This evening the one pump working is almost 
dry. All the reservoirs in the city are empty 
but one, and that contains barely 6,000,000 gal- 
lons, which will be reserved for use in case of 
afire. The cause of the trouble is the ac- 
cumulation of ice around the entrance to the 
tunnel at the water-works crib, situated about 
a mile and a half out in the lake. are 
bemg made to remove the obstructions, but so 
far without success. If these attempts fail 
the city will be without water until the weath- 
er moderates. There is a solid mass of ice ac- 
cumulated over the tunnel-shaft nine feet in 
thickness. 

At Il o'clock tonight the water-works officials 
had given up all bope of removing the ice from 
the standpipe betore tomorrow. The pipe is

Orrawa, Out., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The re- 
cent rise in the price of phospbate, b on the 
American and European markets, bas created 
an unusual activity in the phosphate limits on 
the Lievre and the Blanche Kivers. American 
capitalists are flocking into Canada to secure 
afi interest in the growing industry, and it is 
expected that this year will witness a larger 
output than any year in the history of phos- 
phate mining. Mr. W. R. Fuller has just re- 
turned from New Tork, where he 
was successful in organizing a strong 
company, which will work extensive limits in 
the Wakefield and Lievre districts. During the 
last few months a large number of mines have 
been developed and in nearly every case phos- 
phate has been discovered in paying quanti- 
ties. Eleven other mines are in full biast, and 
it is estimated that employment is thus 
afforded to over 1.000 men. The wages in the 
mines range from $14 to $25 per month, with 
board. One of the best mines of phosphate in 
the region is the Smith mine at High Rock. A 
deuth of 300 feet through solid phosphate has 
been attained, yet the supply shows no sign 
of becoming exhausted. It is expected that 
the export trade next summer will reach the 
vicinity of 50.000 or 60,000 tons, as compared 
with 25,000 tons last year.

GUATEMALA — EARTHQUAKES CAUSING A 
GREAT DEAL OF DISQUIBTUDE. 

New York, Jan. 14.—Mail advices from 
Panama of Jan. 5 contain the following: At 
2 o'clock the moraing of Dec. 18 the Spanish 
City of Amatilian, a town of 5,000 inbabitants, 
Situated) twenty-five miles south of 
Guatemala, was awakened by frequent 
shocks of earthquake, which continued all day 
uatil 5:22 p. m., when avery heavy shock was 
feit, and at 5:36 p. m. the heaviest shock came, 
throwing down many walls and houses already 
fissured by the early shocks. People were 
thrown down: the air was filled with dust 
from the fallen houses: sbock followed upon 
shock, and the frightened people rushed to 
the large plaza in front of the Church of 
San Juan and dragged the image of their 
guardian saint outside the trembling walls of 
the church, and erected a temporary sbrine in 
the middie of the square, before which all pros- 
trated themselves. Une hundred and thirty- 
one shocks were felt the first day, principally 
from east to west, eighty-one of which oc- 
curred between (and 5:36 p.m. The second 
day was nearly as bad, and the shocks con- 
tinued for some days subsequently. 

Amatilian was destroyed by earthquakes in 
1830, which lasted from April 21 to May 3. In 
1846 it was overflowed by the rising. of the 
waters of the lake, and again in October, 1852, 
when the water gushed up in the middle of the 
streets. Eight days afterward, when the 
waters had subsided, dead fish were found 
everywhere; the water became unfit to drink, 
and many persons died of fevers. Then, again, 
it was destroyed by earthquakes in 1862. 

Lake Amatilian is supposed to be the crater 
of an extinct volcano. An adjacent volouno, 
until recently quiet, seems to be seeking a new 
outlet through a hill lyimg back of the in- 
active volcano ot Pecayo. The volcanos of 
Fuego, in Guatemaia, and Gzalca, in 
Salvador. not far away, which have long 
served as the safety-valves of these restiess 
regions, seem to bave become stopped up, 
causing much alarm to the people of Salvador, 
who say that there was a precisely similar oc- 
a before their last great earthquake in

USE OF OIL AT SEA. 

In an article on “The Use of Oli at Sea,” by 
Lieut. John P. Holditeh, R. N. R., the author 
says: “The results I have obtained are these: 
Fisb or colza oll only is of any good; it does 
net matter how dirty it is so long as it is not 
thick. Parathn is too thin; paint oli too thick. 
Running before a gale naturally expends more 
oll than ‘laying to —you have so much more 
water to gil. Carefully expended, one quart in 
three hours for running, one pint in four hours 
for laying to, will be sufficient. The means I 
used wis a canvas bag (No. 6) with large holes 
stabbed with a needle. I have heard of a bun- 
die of oakum being saturated with oil and then 
put in a coarse gunny-bag, which I think would 
admit of a thicker oil being used for the time. 
The place tor towing is undaubtedly torward; 
pot aft. Whether in head-reaching oll could be 
used successfuily I cannot say, but I doubt it. 
When running dead before the wind tow from

RACE DISCRIMINATION IN THE SOUTH. 

Grondrrox, 8. C., Jan. 7.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. |—An editorial of the Charleston News 
and Courier attempts a defense against your 
charge of discriminatiop against colored 
schoolteachers in South Carolina. The News 
has cited figures to show that there are nearly 
as many colored teachers in the State as whites, 
and that the reason there are not more 
is because of the lack of competence. This 
argument may do well enough to blind the eyes 
of persons outside of South Carolina, but it 
cannot bear the test here. 

In the first place, take Charleston, the me- 
tropolis, where the public schools for colored 
children are all taught by white teachers, and

Front and ra&iiroad privileges. Permit me to 
say a few words as to the position of a great 
railroad striving to seeure some privileges in 
this city. One of die first things which strikes 
u stranger commg to the city of the Baltimore 
& Onio Ratiroad is the poor depot accom modaa- 
tions. On inquiry it isiearned that the road 
bas no facilities except an unsatisfactory and 
arbitrary arrangement with the Illinois Cen- 


tral. It is understood the scheme is in con 


tempilation to sell the Lake-Front between 
Randoipb and Madison streets. The Baltimore 
& Ohio Company would giadly purchase the 
site referred to and improve the same by sub- 
stantial buildings, which in architectural 
display would be an ornamefit to the city. 
This company appears doomed to all kinds of 
difficulty. Its earliest efforts to penetrate the 
Valley of Obio were attended by untold 
difficuities. In Chicago obstacles were en- 
countered and a secure lodgment is still de- 
nied.

Why not accept the Mayor's suggestion and 
sell the ground indicated? 

If the city has no title ‘east of the Ulinois 
Central ict the right of way be granted west of 
that route, and sell the ground bounded by the 
lilinvis Central, Michigan avenue, Randolph, 
and Madison streets. The Baltimore & Obio Com- 
pany would immediately improve the same, and,

Mary Espert, his wife, 
survives him. His will is dated Dec. 28,1825, and 
he died Jan. 2 following. The signature is feebdie 
and scattered, Mr. Espert was 75 years of age 
when he died. The heirs of testator are the widow, 
Mary, and the unknown heirs of John Espert, Bar- 
bara Egner, Regina Egner, Mary Denner, and 
Michael F. Espert, brothers and sisters of the tes- 
tutor. All of these brothers and sisters are now 
dead, and the names of their heirs are unknown to 
the executor, except the children of Michael F.

WOODMAN AND WHITE ARE OUT. 
WEST SIDE JUSTICES WHO DO NOT AGREE— 

A CHANGES OF VENUE TO MADISON STREET 

WHAT WOODMAN SAxs. 

Eight gamblers taken out of Dyer Smith's 
house at No. 179 West Madieon street last Sat- 
urday night, but whose cases were coutinued 
by Justice White on account of their failure to 
appear in court Monday, were present in court 
yesterday. Ia accordance with the usual cus 
tom in such cases each of them desired a 
change of venue, expecting to go before Jus- 
tice Woodman, the regular change-of-venue 
Justice for White’s court. Their consterna- 
tion was intense when White instructed his 
Clerk to make out the transcript to 
Justice Russell, whose office is on Madi- 
son street. Attorney Fanning was sum- 
moned in haste to defend the eight 
gamblers, and when Justice Woodman heard of 
the disposition of the cases by White he put on 
bis bat with a bang and hurried over to see 
what Russell would do with them. Justice 
Daniel Scully was not busy at the time, so he, 
too, dropped in to see the unusual spectacie of 
achange from the police court onto Madison 
street. The prisoners’ attorney made a long 
argument, bristling with law from the statutes 
and the municipal code, to show that Russell 
had no jurisdiction, because Woodman was the 
nearest Justice, and the prisoners ought there- 
fore to have gone there. Justice Russell failed 
to see it in the same light. He said he could 
not question the act of another Justice whose 
power was equal to hisown. He bad nothing 
to do but administer the law. Justice White 
may have had good reasons for sending the 
cases to him, but it was not bis business to as- 
certain the right or wrong of it. Upon the ev- 
idence then adduced he fined each of the gam- 
biers $5. 

Speaking of the affair subsequently, Justice 
Russell said the whole change-of- venue bust 
ness as now conducted was rotten. If he were 
op a Police-Court bench he would send persons 
taking a change of venue to the nearest Police 
Justice, who is paid by the city to do po 
lice business. A ehange-of-venue Jus- 
tice, as now constituted, was an in- 
terested party in the case, for he could 
make the fine low and pocket it. The Justice 
could not spend time for nothing in disposing 
of uch cases, and expected to get enough out 
of u to pay for his time. On being asked if 
he proposed to pay over any of the $40 in fines 
coliected from the gamblers, the Justice smit- 
ingly remarked: The last time I looked over 
my accounts with the city I found about $600 
due me on city cases. I think I shal) credit the 
$40 on that account for the present.“ 

Justice White declined to make any state- 
ment as tothe why and wherefore of his act in 
passing Woodman over. He thought it would 
not become bim to speak of it. Incidentally 
he intimated that be thought it within his 
power to designate to what Justice the change 
of venue sbould go. At the afternoon ses- 
sion of the Police Court, just as the last case 
of disorderly was disposed of, Justice Wood- 
man marched up to the desk in front of his 
brother Justice and said: May it please the 
court, I desire to inform you that lam in the 
city. Iam aiso in my office every morning 
and expect to be. Hereafter I will notify you 
of the fact every morning, so that you need 
make no mistake about it. It that is not 
sufficient, I will take legal measures 
to let you know.” Justice White listened at- 
tentively and signified his cognizance of the 
speech and its purpose by nodding his head 
and saying, Very good, sir; I understand 
vou.“ 

Justice Woodman took no pains to concegl 
his displeasure at the turn affairs had taken. 
Every one knows why it was done, he said. 
**] acoepted fifty-seven bonds for the men who 
were taken out of the gambling-house Satur- 
day night, and, of course, received $57 for it. 
This is the sole ud only reason why Justice 
White sent the changes to Russell. He thinks 
that no one but Himself should sign bonds on 
arrests by the police. I bave a letter from 
him to that effect, in which be says that if I 
continued to accept bonds in his place he 
would feel it his duty to send the changes of 
venue to Justice Russell. He simply carried 
out the threat and did so.”’ 

A careful investigation of the raids on gam- 
bling bouses and other disreputable resorts on 
the West Side in the last six months shows that 
Justice Woodman has taken most of the bonds 
given by the arrested parties. It is said that 
the police do not notify Justice White, al- 
though he nas a telephone from the station to 
his house, presumably for just such contin- 
gencies. Justice Woodman says he does not 
know why the police almost invariably send 
for him, and Justice White is of the opinion 
that Woodman, by a curious chance, is gener- 
ally ciose at hand upon such ocgasions. Capt. 
Ward discreetly deciines to say anything. 


A HUNT FOR A HOME. 

THE SEVENTH-DAiT ADVENTISTS, AFTER 
TRYING A SALOONKEBEPER’S HALL RE- 
MOVE TO A CHURCH. 

The American representatives of Seventh- 
Day Adventism proved in their experience last 
night the truth of the Scriptural passage that 
“here we have no continuing city.”” They 
have been proposing to organize for some time, 
and in casting about for some convenient and 
economical hall where organization could be 
consummated they chanced to see the adver- 
tisement of Charles F. Reiner, saloonkeeper, 
No. 67 Randolph street, who rents out a hall 
above bis saloon. They had been in the habit 
of paying $3 a meeting for the use 
of tho hall at No. 15 Washington street, 
Saturdays; so when Mr. Reiner offered to let 
them have the hall for a whole series of meet- 
mgs for five days at the moderate charge of 
$10 tho brethren at once eagerly caught at the 
open door, and bad fifty chairs conveyed into 
the hall. The meeting commenced at 7 vp. m., 
and was conducted with the greatest peaceful- 
ness and decorum. The strains of the latter- 
day bymns, however, unfortunately disturbed 
the dreams of the early sleepers in a European 
hotel overhead and caused the“ saloon- 
keeper below to be alarmed lest the 
police should think he was running 
a concert saloon. The saloonkeeper, more- 
over, thought that the advent of 12 o'clock 
closing was just about as strong a specimen of 
latter-day reality as he cared to have in his 
neighborhood, so during the course of the 
meeting he sent a note to the leader publicly 
requesting the brethren to shift their camp, as 
complaints were bem made by the European 
hotel overhead and the neighboring saloon. 
The brethren, realizing that they had been cru- 
cified between a hotel and a saloon, were at a 
loss how to act, when Elder Hansen, of the 
Norwegian Advent Church, No. 269 West Erie 
street, extricated them from their difficulty by 
offering the use of his church for the series of 
meetings. This was accepted with thanks, and 
the brethren soon began to express opinions 
that Reiner’s Hall was badly ventilated, and 
that it was God’s will that they should move.

LOCAL POLITICS. 

‘THE FRIENDS OF THE NEW ELECTION LAW 
HOPEFUL THAT THE DECISION WILL BE 
IN THEIR FAVOR—ANXIOUS CLERES— 
SIXTH WARD CONTEST. 

The Supreme Court is expected to adjourn 
the latter part of next week, and before that 
time will render a decision in the Election Law 
case, asserting or denying its constitutionality. 
The lawyers who argued the case bave not 
received any intimation of what the decision 
will be and nothmg bas occurred to aiter the 
impression they brought away with them 
from Springfield. That impression on the part 
of those asserting the validity of the law was 
very strongly in favor of a decision as they 
desired it, and was based principally on the 
fact that the point on which the opposition 
had expected to make the strongest fight and 


been prepared, the alterations in the rules of 
registration, was not considered of paramount 
importance. The main question was whether 
the City Blection law came under the head of 
special legislation. which is pronibited by the 
Constitution. The arguments of Messrs. Pence, 
Goudy, McDaid, and Keach devoted considera- 
bie attention to showing that the law was not 
special legislation, and, further, that the 
Constitution did not prohlolt special legis- 
lation where, in the discretion of the Legisia- 
ture, a general law would not apply. ‘The 


other side prided themselves on their proof of 


the alleged inconveniences of the new system 
of registration and the consequent disfran- 
chisemeu: of large numbers of voters. A large 
part of their argument, and, according to their 
own expressions, the best part of it, was there- 
fore devoted to a point that formed ouly a side 
question, while the main part—that of special 
legisiation—was favored in the arguments of 
the friends of the law. This fact and the im- 
pression always noticeable in persons listening 
attentively gave new bope to the attorneys who 
defended the iaw that the decision would be 
favorable to them, and the other side are no 
longer 80 sure of victory as before their visit 
to ube State- House. 

The Deputy Election Commissioners and 
their clerks are growing more anxious in re- 
gard to the prospects of being paid tor their 
services as the time for the decision approach- 
es and their work is nearing ite end. The Thir- 
teenth ana Fourteenth Wards are now bemg 
disrtricted and the Sixteenth is being straight- 
ened out, some of the precincts in the eastern 
portion appearing too crooked. Most of them 
have been reduced to nearly square shape. 
The missing poll-book from tne Sixth Ward has 
not Yet been sent in and that ward re 
mains incomplete. The Commissioners have 
not yet passed on the question whether 
it would be preferable to aliow a precinct to 
be crossed by numerous railroad tracks, or to 
avoid this and make the precincts very small. 
with a vote of about 200. Oneof the twomust 
be done in the Town of Lake. The opinion of 
the Commissioners individually is in favor of 
the latter alternative, and the precincts will 
probably be left as they have been laid out by 
the deputies. The commission will meet early 
next week. 

The Election Committee of the City Council 
will be cailed to meet Wednesday for the pur- 
pose of beginaing the recount of the votes in 
the Kasparek contest against Ald. Doerner of 
the Sixth Ward. 

THE NINTH WARD CLUB. 

Immediately atter last spring's election the 
young men who stood the brunt of the battle 
in the Ninth Ward beid a meeting and decided 
to do something to do away with fraud, repeat- 
ing, and bulidozing in that ward. To that end 
they organized the club now known as the 
Ninmh Ward Youug Men's Republican Ulub,”’ 
whose aim is to bring out all the honest voters, 
organize them, and interest them in the cause.

But eight of the forty-five trains that bring 

mail into Chicago were behind time yesterday, 

the delays ranging from thirty-fiVé minutes to 
three hours. The afternoon trains were gen- 
erally on time and today it is expected that all 
the trains will run according to schedule time. 

Two young men, named Charles H. Merau of 

No. 110 North Ciark street and William Low, 

were arrested yesterday for procuring money 

on a letter order addressed to Paul Müller. As 
far as can be ascertained, the order was for 
$16, drawn at Merton, III., and payable to 

Müller's order. By some means Merau ob- 

tained possession of the order from the post- 

man, signing Miller’s name to the receipt. He 
then, it is supposed, banded the order to Low, 
by whom the money was obtained. The young 
men were held in $1,000 each until next 

Wednesday morning. There is a third party in 

the transaction who has thus far eluded arrest. 
Early in the present month a very suave 

man called upon the Postmaster at Couners- 
ville, Ind., and introduced himself as a post- 
office detective.

THE CORNER-STONE LAID LAST NIGHT WITH 
MUCH CEREMONY—THE EXERCISES AND

St. Pau, Mino., Jan. 14.—|Special.}—Slowly 
tue glittering walls of the central tower of the 
ice-palace are rearing themselves, and the out- 
lines of the entire structure are clearly defined.

CRUEL GASTRONOMX. 


EATING LIVING FISH AT A JAPANESE FEAST 
—AN OLD CUSTOM THAT IS BECOMING 
RARE. 

Kioto Letter in St. Louis Globe-Democrat: 
The maiko advanced ina broad line with the 
two radiant beauties in the centre bearing a 
large tray on which lay a magnificient carp 
breathing, and with his scales shining as if 
just drawn from the water. The master of cer- 
emonies advanced and receiving the tray from 
the muiko set it on the mat and turned it slowly- 
around that all might see the living picture. 
As the maiko retired all leaned forward to 
watch the troble carp as it lay quivermg on its 
bed of moss and cresses, with a background 
of greenery like a true Japanese garden. The 
carp with its shining scales, green and silvery 
shadings, and fine outlines is a favorit study 
for Japanese artists, and on screens, kakemous, 
and tukusa they never tire of painting, inlay- 
ing, and embroidering it, and like everything 
else in their art it has a symbolism that makes 
it doubly a favorit. This feature of serving 
the living fish at a feast is one of the rare old 
customs of Japan that foreigners seldom ex- 
perience in thie eraof change, and we had 
thrilis of satisfaction at witnessing the grand 
scene, at the same time with human sbivers at 
watohme the slow breathing of the dying carp. 
In the deftest way morsels and flakes of raw 
fiat were lifted from its back and passed to the 
company, and with fear of Mr. Bergh before 
me 1 lifted up the shreds of clear pinkish yel- 
low, dipped them in soy and ate them. It was 
worse than cannibalism in a sense, and we tried 
to think that the carp before us bad not been 
touched with the knife, but that bits from the 
back of another fish had been eunningly con- 
cealed behind it and passed tous. The epicures 
meanwhile made all the Japanese noises ex- 
pressive of appreciation as they lingered on the 
delicious morsels. A sudden turn or jar of the 
tray, or, as was inhumanly insisted in discuss- 
ing this feature ot the feast afterwards, a 
sprinkle of salt, caused the carp to suddenly 
writhe, double and quiver with agony and show 
the great hollow in its back from which the 
fiesh bad been slowly cut. Convinced then
